MONG the wonderful events of 
1918 the RoyaAL ARCANUM con- 
tributes one which in ordinary times 
would be worth much more than 
passing notice. During that year it 
passed the $200,000,000 mark in its 
payments to the beneficiaries of de 
ceased members. 

It is almost impossible to under- 
stand what figures of this amount 
really mean. Nowadays it seems to 
be the custom to celebrate every 
great event by a parade. If the 
BULLETIN could secure the Magic 
Carpet of the “ Arabian Nights,” it 
would like to commemorate this 
happening by a parade of the bene- 
ficiaries who have shared this 
money. Suppose we could assem- 
ble these widely spread bene- 
ficiaries in a single plaee, for in- 
stance, at the Grand Central Sta- 
tion in New York. In the twinkling 
of an eye the whole structure 
filled, every nook and eranny 
crowded as it never was before with 
a vast army,—without guns or khaki 
coats or blue jackets, an army of 
people bereaved not merely by grief 
but. by the loss of financial support. 
There are almost no men among 
them,—occasionally an old father 
who has lost a son—but everywhere 
women and. children, mothers, 
daughters, sweethearts, wives, boys 
and girls in college or. high school, 
and hosts of school children, little 
people of all ages and thousands of 
babies in arms.

have not yet even made the start. 
The time of three working days is 
completely used, and the sun is well 
down. in the afternoon of the fourth, 
before the last women and children 
who have received this money leave 
the starting point while the van of 
the procession stretches heyond 
Bridgeport, Gonn., and on an average 


everyone of these people has re-- 


ceived upwards of $600 of money 
from the RoyAL ARCANUM. 

Stating the same facts in aet- 

al figures, the Order has paid 
? 00,000,000 to the beneficiaries of 
81,256 deceased members. Assum- 
ing that each family contains four 
people, approximately 300,000 per- 
sons have benefited directly and 
immediately from these things, and 
if they marched in close column at 
the regular rate of an army corps, 
they would make a procession of 
the sort already described. 

Figures like these help to picture 
the magnitude of this achievement, 
so far as concerns its physical size. 
On the other hand, no procession 
can in anyway indicate the meaning 
of money in these benefactions to 
families who would otherwise have 
been left in the direst need. This 
money has meant a chance for a fair 
beginning in life for ‘an endless 
number of young people, consolation 
to thousands, and the difference be- 
tween misery and comfort to thou- 
sands and thousands of families. 
No one can measure the real great- 
ness of such an achievement. it is 
a source of satisfaction and pride to 
any one to have had even a small 
share in it. 

But, after all, it is only a be- 
ginning. The plans of the Order 
have been steadily improved .from 
year to year, so that this achieve- 
ment is only the beginning of still 
greater things.

“Think what an immense amount 
of service and needed help we have 
been, able to give to the 75,000 and 
over, dependent families, to whom 
these payments have been made. 

“Now why have J held on to my 
policy all these thirty-five years? 

“ 1st, because I have believed from 
the start in the fraternal side, the 
service to others, the warm feeling 
of Brotherhood. 

“2nd, because of my belief that 
conducted in the honest way, the 
business is conducted (not a dollar 
that was collected for the Widows 
and Orphans’ Fund ever having 
been misappropriated or lost, of all 

that two hundred million dollars), 


' and that it is based on the least pos- 


sible cost to the insured. I realize 
that my monthly assessments have 
been raised three times in the 
thirty-five years, but this only 
shows me that I had my insurance 
at less than cost for many years.

BRAT#S FORTIETH ANNI- 
VERSARY 


Garden City Council was forty:years 
old on November 29th and celebrated 
that event in a most fitting manner. 
Its members turned out in goodly 

1umbers, while many Grand Council 

Officers and numerous delegations 

from sister councils were present and 
by their presence and enthusiasm con- 
tributed very materially to the suc- 
cess of the occasion. Among the well- 
known Arcanians presents at this cele- 
bration were: Supreme Regent C. 
Arch Williams, Member of Supreme 
Council Finance Committee W. C. 
Shurtleff; Supreme Representatives 
John Kiley, G. J. Norden, Fred S. 
Loomis and Richard E. Kropf; Past 
grand Regent D. B. Scully; Grand 
Auditor Chris Link; Grand Trustees, 
“A. J. McGee and W. P. Campbell; 
Alternate Supreme Representative 
Frank L. Johnson and Grand Council 
Committeemen W. J. Courtney, L.

Lawler and several others whose 
names were not. secured. Many 


represented by delega- 
tions of from one to a dozen mem- 
bers. Among those with fair sized 
delegations were Champlain, Illinois, 
Fert Dearborn, Ringgold and Myrtle 
Councils.

Henry Colberg, the only surviving 
resident charter member, Bro. D. Hol- 
tor and Treasurer John S. Ransom. 
One of the most gratifying features

and the initiation of four splendid 
young men, namely, Brothers Arthur 
O. ‘Hange, James. P. Cleary, Stuart 


L. Dykema and C. M.-Wotell. Past 
Grand Regent Kropf performed the 
ceremonies of initiation, assisted by 
Past Regents Prosser, Lewis, Madi- 
son, McGee and Plaskett. 

Garden City was one of the first 
Councils of the Royal Arcanum to 
be instituted in the State of Illinois. 
In the forty years of its existence 
it has grown and developed until it 
is the third largest council in the 
Order. It has given to the Royal 
Arcaflum our present Supreme Re- 
gent and to the Jurisdiction of Illi- 
nois many Grand Regents and has 
numbered among its members some 
of the leading men in the civic, busi- 
ness and professional life of our great 
city. 

Bro. William S. Johnston, the hus- 
tling and capable Secretary of Gar- 
den City, has prepared for the Coun- 
cil records quite a comprehensive re- 
port of this Fortieth Anniversary 
Meeting, and because of its accuracy 
and completeness, the same is sub- 
mitted to the readers of The Bulletin: 

“During the evening delegations 
from many Councils entered the hall 
and when the’ entertainment was 
turned over to Bro. George C. Madi- 
son as Orator, 50 °“Boosters of Dis- 
tricti No’ 1 (of which-Garden City is 
a membér) under the leadership of 
Bro. Henry Brown of Oakwood Coun- 
cil, paraded around the hall several 
times carrying a large American flag, 
singing booster songs and giving the 
booster yell, in response to which 
Bro. Madison led the Council in giv- 
ing the old Garden City yell, com- 
posed by him, whichis as follows:

He was followed by instrumental 
duets by Davis & Evelyn on the banjo 
and viola, assisted by Bro. Goss at the 
piano. 

The Secretary announced that he 
had letters of good wishes on our 
anniversary from Capt. Mac- 
Cracken, Lieutenant Wm. P. Kerner, 
Captain Wm. C. Williams, Bro. Byron 
Z. Terry, Oscar A. Leiser, and also 
letters from Lieutenant Otto A. Arns- 
ton and Major John N. Gage, over- 
seas, of which, for lack of time, only 
brief mention was made. 


The only charter members of the 
Council who are still on our rolls 
are Brothers Henry Colberg~ and 
Henry A. Dickie. The latter lives in 
New York and could not be present 
but sent a letter of greeting to the 
Council on this,.its 40th anniversary, 
wishing us every success and express- 
ing his joy at having been a member 
during all these forty years. He ended 
with a challenge to Bro. Colberg to 
meet him at our 50th anniversary. 
Bro. Dickie was the first collector 
of the Council. 


Whereupon Bro. Colberg, standing 


four-square to the Council, with his 
seventy years behind him, and in his 
own delightful way, reminisced about 
the early days in the Council, telling 
of the work of District Deputy Su- 
preme Regent D. W. Wilson in plann- 
ing the institution of this Counucil 
and the able assistance given 
by our late Bro, Richard S. Dickie, 
whose roll number was No. 1. He 
was a manufacturer of labels and 
called upon many of the leading 
houses in Chicago. -While 
these calls he secured the applica- 
tions of many of our charter members, 
such as Brothers James Edward Tay- 
lor; Wm. H, Burnet, John McGreeger, 
James Thompson, C. P. Libby, Archi- 
bald McNeill of Libby, McNeill & 
Libby, John B.-Kirk and Wallace F. 
Kirk of James S. Kirk & Co., Charles 
F. Parsons, E. Allen Downs and E. 
H. Pray. These were among the 
strong citizens of the town at that 
time. He told of the first meeting 
and of the institution of the Council, 
of the early meetings in this hall and 
at McVicker’s Theater, where the 


Council was driven out because of re-'- 


pairs put through by Mr. McVicker, 


and of the suit for damages resulting 


in a substantial judgment in favor of 
the Council, which was never paid, 
and also of the meetings of No. 85 
(old number) Fifth Avenue, He told 
of the success of many of the early 
members in getting large numbers of 
applications, of the mock and serious 
initiations given the new members, 
and of the good times had at the 
meetings. He also spoke with much 
feeling of the kindness shown by 
brother members to one another in 
times of sickness and distress and es- 
pecially mentioned the fact that on 
many occasions brothers sat up all 
night with a sick brother because 
trained nurses could not be had. 
Brother Daniel Squair was a’ very ac- 
tive and very much beloved member, 
not only in this Council but many 
other Councils in Chicago and at the 
time of his funeral in June, 1882, a 
large delegation of members went to 
his home on the west side and es- 
corted the casket to the Third Pres- 
byterian Church, where impressive 
services were held in the presence 
of an audience of friends that filled 
the edifice, while many others who 
could not find standing room in the 


church filled Ashland Avenue in front 


of the church. 

Brother Cotberg had with him: a 
commission as Deputy Supreme Re- 
gent, under the authority of which 
he instituted Irving Park Council, 
which was then located a long way 


from the city and not accessible to 

street cars, so that late at night after.

During the early and latter part of: 
the program the Council was enter-. 
tained by the Imperial Quartette, 
which has sung for our Council al- 
most continuously since 18 . “Gar- 
den City Time’ and “Garden City 
Battle Song,” written by Bro. C. Arch 
Williams, were again sung, to the de- 
light of all present. After which the 
Secretary read a list of our members 
at war, and then the members sang

4 is all right to keep the home 
fires burning, but the boys who 
re coming back from the front will 
need jobs and a number of other 
things besides a warm welcome. 
The New York Outlook calls atten- 
tion to the language in which Sec- 
retary Lane of the Interior Depart- 
ment presents this question in his 
report to Congress.

When I 
left I was only twenty-one, but now 
Pm thirty-one. And I have lived 
with men, fought with them, been 
sometimes bested by them, learned 
to know them in all their many 
littlenesses and their great good- 
nesses. Responsibility has been mine, 
and the still silences of the night 
have given me chance to think and 
wonder why I am and why it should 
make any difference whether I ever 
saw home again or not. I am back 
now, back for a man’s life. This 
America that called me out has 
called me back, and it will have 
something for me to do. Now, what 
is to be my chance?’ This will be

“What should be said of a de- 
mocracy which permits tens of 
thousands of its native-born chil- 
dren to be taught American history 
in a foreign language—the Declara- 
tion of Independence and Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg Speech in German and 
other tongues? 3 

“What should be said of a de- 
mocracy which permits men and 
women to work in masses where 
they seldom or never hear a word of 
English spoken? 

“Yet this is all true of the United 
States of America in this year of 
grace 1918, wherein was fought the 
second Battle of the Marne and the 
Battle of the Argonne Forest.” 

The cure for this condition, the 
machinery for Americanization, is 
to be found in our schools, and “ if 
we once realize that education is not 
solely a State matter, but a National 
concern, the way is open.” 


Here are some questions which are 
worth thinking about. Still more, 
here is some real work to be done, in 
which every good fraternalist should 
take a share.

The effects of vice are as danger= 
ous as the effects of small pox. If 
an epidemic of that sort were raging, 
we should all expect the Government 
to take an active part in stamping 
it out, and should also expect to 
help in the fight against the pest in 


-any way that we could. 


“Never before,” says the Public 
Health Service, “in the whole history 
ofthe world have its people been so 
fully and accurately informed as to 
the dangers of venereal diseases in 
their midst. For centuries, because 
these diseases were inseparably con- 
nected with questions of sex, there 
has been maintained a grim and 
criminal silence about them, so that 
under cover of darkness and fostered 
by ignorance they have~ multiplied 
in numbers and malignancy. 

It needed some such tremendous 
social shock as the Great War to 
arouse the Nation to a knowledge of 
the facts; but now that the facts are 
known it would be fatuous to sup- 
pose that, because the whole subject 
is an unpleasant and an unac- 
customed one, an intelligent people 
is going to shut its eyes. 

With the first trumpet call to war 
the education of the American 
people as to the menace of the ve- 
nereal diseases began; it has con- 
tinued steadily since; if is to go on 
until every man, woman and child is 
so sufficiently informed that the 
danger shall through that knowledge 
have lost half its terrors. 

Press and pulpit alike have come 
to the aid of the Government. Day 
by day these barriers of ignorant re- 
serve are being broken down, and 


the time is in sight when no 
one shall err through lack of in- 
formation. 


And there can be no going back. 
The cities that have driven out es- 
tablished resorts of prostitution will 
never allow that scarlet-headed en- 
emy of the family to rear its head 
again.. The old sex-lies of ignorance 
have forever lost their power to lure 
men ‘and women to their harm and 
to the harm of generations yet to 
come. 

With the dawn of peace the 
United States raised a banner of new 
ideals, a banner under which men 
shall no longer be made weak and 
inefficient by diseases; women shall 
not be made to suffer from ills they 
cannot control, nor little children be 
born to blindness and tainted blood. 

The time has come for a new out- 
look on our responsibilities in re- 
gard to sex matters. It is no tempo- 
rary, spasmodic cleaning-up that is 
underway; it is to be a permanent 
and continuing fight for a clean de- 
mocracy.

ROLL OF HONOR 
Patriotic Campaign 


The Patriotic Campaign for new 
members in our State which covered 
the period from September Ist, to 
1918, was a genuine 
success. A total of two hundred and 
ninety-two applications were received 
during this period. Of this number 
two hundred and sixty-one were duly 
initiated, fifteen were rejected and six- 
teen papers were held over. The ini- 
tiations by months were as follows: 
September, twenty; October, forty- 
five; November, seventy-three and 
December, one hundred and twenty- 
three. The campaign was greatly re- 
tarded by the epidemic of “flu” which 
prevailed during the months of Octo- 
ber and November and which prac- 
tically put a stop to all activity and 
all council meetings for the month or 
mofe. When we consider this han- 
dicap the’ results accomplished are 
very satisfactory and reflect great 
credit upon the energy, enthusiasm 
and loyalty of the Arcanians of IIli- 
nois. Taken by Districts the results 
of the campaign appear as follows: 
District No. 1, headed by Brother 
Henry Brown, furnished one hundred 
and sixty-nine papers, of which one 
hundred and sixty-six were approved 
and three rejected; District No. 2, 
headed by Grand Orator O'Neill, fur- 
nished thirty-five papers, of which 
thirty-one were approved and four 
rejected; District No. 3, headed by 
Chairman of the Grand Trustees 
George Roth, furnished thirty-four 
papers, of avhich thirty-three were 
approved and one rejected; District 
No. 4, headed by Alternate Supreme 
Representative Boeddener furnished 
forty-eight papers, of which forty-one 
were approved and seven _ rejected, 
and District No. 5, headed by Brother 
Bei. Scheidenhelm, furnished six pa- 
pers, all of which’ were approved.

THE NEW YEAR 


The closing months of 1918 were 
characterized by a gratifying revival 
of interest and activity not only in 
Illinois, but throughout the entire 
Order, The most encouraging fea- 
ture of the work during these months 
was in the activity evidenced by the 
large number of Councils, the results 
which were accomplished being due 
net to extraordinary work in a few 
councils, but to a general revival of 
organized effort and activity. in a 
large majority of the councils of the 


Royal Arcanum. Our. fraternity 1s 
coming into its own. Its members 
are beginnig to appreciate its merits 
and worth, they are beginning to 


realize that it is more worthy of the 
support of its members today than at 
any other period in its history, they 
are beginning to give more freely of 
their time, effort and energy in its 
behalf and the year 1919 ought to 
witness a substantial growth in its 
membership. 

In Illinois, particularly in the coun- 
cils in Chicago and the neighboring 
towns, the work has been organized 
and good results have followed. The 
activities throughout the jurisdiction 
have increased and multiplied- with 
every week as the year drew to a 
close. The organizations in the va- 
rious districts which have done such 
commendable work, and the spirit of 
enthusiasm which now prevails should 
be kept alive and. utilized during the 
remaining winter and the early spring 
months.

Furthermore, the more 
settled business conditions which will 


necessarily follow with the re-estab- 
lishment of world peace will prompt 
men to turn their thoughts to their 
families and their fellow-men and to 
the principles underlying all frater- 
nalism. Let us, then, appreciate these 
new and better conditions for activ- 
ity which the new year brings to us, 
and let us by our thought and effort 
convert these opportunities into sub- 
stantial additions to the membership 
of our fraternity. Let the slogan for 
1919 be a substantial net gain in mem- 
bership in the Royal Arcanum of Illi- 
nois. To the accomplishment of this 
laudable undertaking every member 
of the Royal Arcanum in Illinois must 
devote his share of time, thought and 
effort. The last few months have 
demonstrated that new members can 
be secured and if we will approach 
this task with even only a small part 
of that spirit of loyalty, energy and 
enthusiasm with which we faced and 
solved the problems of the war, then 
the year 1919 will indeed become 
memorable in the Royal Arcanum of 
Illinois ,because of the great results 
achieved.

HE last few weeks have seen an 
almost unprecedented number 
of new members coming into the 
RoyaL Arcanum.

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THE U. S$. GOVERNMENT 


ON CLEAN LIVING 


HE United States Public Health 
Service, under the general di- 
rection of Surgeon General Rupert 
Blue is making a remarkably vig- 
orous and sensible effort to interest 
everybody in the necessity of clean, 
decent living. 

The draft brought out the fact 
with startling emphasis ethat the 
Country must take a new stand on 
the matter of sex decency and con- 
trol. An amazingly large propor- 
tion of men were found unfit on ac- 
count of syphilitic or gonorrheal 
infection. 

There cannot be any “double 
standard”? in matters of this sort. 
“In an accident at sea,’ says the 
Surgeon General, “when everyone 
is atixious to reach the life boats, 
the rule for all men is, ‘women and 
children first. If a man rushes in 
ahead of them, he is looked upon as 
a coward. It is even more im- 
portant for men to protect girls and 
women from other dangers,  es- 
pecially from those dangers which 
threaten to ruin their lives. 

“We fought to preserve our 
homes from autocracy and rapine. 
Let us see to it they are protected 
also from internal enemies of dis- 
ease and disgrace. Jf we were ready 
to die to protect our homes, we 
should surely live in such a way as 
to safeguard them.” 

This is geod solid sense. The 
good fraternalist is as much, bound 
as the good patriot to make this 
message reach. everyone. Govern- 
ment documents of this sort are as 
important as the fraternal journals. 
'The Surgeon General has a fine col- 
lection of most carefully prepared 
facts and suggestions in regard to 
these vital matters, which he is glad 
to forward to any responsible per- 
sons who will apply for them to the 
Public Heath Service Department at 
Washington, D. C.

In such a case, the difference 
between that and an optional old-age benefit may mean 
nothing at all in financial cost to the Order, but to the 
beneficiary it may well mean the difference between 
comfort and distress. 

Problems’ of this sort are not easy. They can- 
not be solved in a minute, but they are not insoluble. 
No other society has yet mastered them, but the 
RoYAL ARCANUM has never hesitated to be a pioneer 
in the work of fraternal improvement. 

There is constant danger that the fraternal gso- 
cieties will be tempted to become too much like the 
old-line life insurance companies. If it is only a ques- 
tion of life insurance we can only claim an advantage 
of a few dollars or cents.

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


BEKSKILL COUNCIL has re- 
cently received two good news- 
paper notices on.an evening de- 
voted mostly to a consideration of 
the League of Nations, including an 
address by Congressman James W. 
Husted who, according to the re- 
ports, discussed the question “in a 
very comprehensive but in an ab- 
solutely nonpartisan manner.” The 
laws of the Order require the 
elimination of anything of a po- 
litical or sectarian character from a 
Council meeting, but they also en- 
join the presentation of “some- 
thing of a patriotic, moral, social or 
interesting nature at each meeting 
of the Council.” 

Just at present there are many 
questions of the greatest public im- 
portance which are both patriotic 
and interesting and which deserve 
the most thoughtful examination 
and consideration on the part of 
everyone who really loves his 
country. 

The League of Nations is a ques- 
tion of this kind. Everyone agrees 
that it is too big a matter for par- 


tisan politics. Its friends and its 
opponents both declare that its ac- 
ceptance or rejection ought to de- 
pend upon conside ations of the 


purest patriotism which both parties 
declare to be wholly independent 
of partisan polities. 

In all the 
the world from the time of Noah 
down there has never been a time 
so full of great questions, and even 
greater possibilities, than these 
present days of this year of grace, 
nineteen hundred and nineteen. If 
there ever was a time when an or- 
ganization could interest its mem- 
bers by talking about the weather, 
this is not it. People are every- 
where looking for information and 
thoughtful suggestions about these 
great public problems which offer 
the chance of a lifetime to the 
Orator of every Council.

| aos Finance Committee had only 
a few words to say to the Su- 
preme Council, but no portion of 
the proceedings is better worth 
reading than the following :— 

“The results obtained from our 
mortality experience during the year 
1918 were indeed most gratifying 
and satisfactory Notwithstanding 
the payment of death benefits of 
$5,846,516.70, which amount in- 
cludes a greatly augmented death 
loss caused by the fatalities of the 
terrific epidemic prevailing over the 
country, the Executive Committee 
were able to transfer $1,000,000 to 
the Emergency Fund and to invest 
this amount in high grade and at- 
tractive securities at exceptionally 
favorable prices. 

“ Truly indeed the increase in this 
fund should impress our member- 
ship and create enthusiasm which 
should result in a substantial growth 
of the Order. 

“The Patriotic Contribution of 
$134,404.40 resulted in replenishing 
our General Fund and made pos- 
sible an aggressive campaign for 
new members, leaving a substantial 
balance for the continuation of the 
important work of extension. 

“We desire to again express our 
appreciation of the courtesies ex- 
tended to us by the Supreme Sec- 
retary and his assistants. The Su- 
preme Secretary deserves especial 
commendation for having main- 
tained a comparatively high stand- 
ard of efficiency despite the dis- 
couragements and difficulties which 
he shared with all large employers 
of clerical help, due to the loss of 
experienced men who entered the 
army and navy, and the special at- 
traction of much higher wages 
offered by munition factories and 
other large corporations for office 
help. 

The Supreme Treasurer and Su- 
preme Auditor maintained their 
previous high standards, and we 
note with satisfaction that owing to 
the energetic efforts of the Supreme 
Treasurer’s office we have fewer de- 
layed or incompleted items than at 
any other former examination.

faa peepee pete and Benefits, the 
+ leading subjects of many meet- 
ings of the Supreme Council, re- 
quired very little time this year at 
Atlantie City. 

The “Old Age Benefit ” provided 
under “Table A” and “ Option D,” 
which was formerly stated as “a 
sum of money equal to the reserve 
maintained by the Order”. under 
the member’s. ~ Benefit Certificate ” 
was more definitely stated by in- 
serting in the law the precise figures 
promised in all cases both under 
“Table A” and “ Option D.” 

The law was also amended so as 
to permit a member on * Ovtion D,” 
who becoming totally avd perma- 
nently disabled had elected to keep 


his Certificate in force for the full 
amount, to withdraw this election, 
and instead of it, to surrender his 
Certificate, and immediately receive 
one-half its face value. 

Both these changes received the 
approval of the Committee on As- 
sessments and Benefits, which also 
called -attention to two other fa- 
vorable circumstances falling within 
the scope of their investigations as 
follows :— 

“Tt is a matter for congratulation 
that the suspensions show a con- 
stant reduction, those for 1918 be- 
ing only 9,304, or 6.391 per cent., a 
favorable showing in comparison 
with the experience of other insur- 
ance organizations and with our 
own best records. 

“Tt is worthy of note that 4132 
candidates of 16 and 17 years of age 
were admitted during the period 
from May 22d to December 31st, 
1918, showing the wisdom of the 
legislation at the last session open- 
ing the doors to these ages. This 
experience and that of the four 
months of the current year lead to 
the belief that large accessions may 
be expected from entrants of these 
ages in the future, as their eligi- 
bility to membership becomes better 
appreciated.”

eS ae there are 
such, even in the RoyaAL AR- 
CANUM. The Supreme Regent has 
done much during the past year 
toward abolishing Councils of that 
kind. The Committee in charge of 
this problem emphasizes the fact 
that “the dissolution or consolida- 
tion of a deliquent or defunct Coun- 
cil is a grave matter and of 
course, done only after every effort 
has been made to.remove the de- 
linquency or to revive the life of 
the Council. These efforts failing, 
the only method left to protect the 
interest of the members of such a 
Council is to consolidate it with a 
live, active Council, or dissolve it so 
that, under the law, members may 
transfer to a Council conveniently 
located. 

“Your Committee is of the opin- 
ion that, as no hardship is imposed 
on the members of such Councils 
because of the provisions of the law, 
and as the Order is thus relieved of 
an amazing and vexing problem, the 
consolidation or dissolution of de- 
linquent or defunct Councils should 
be continued until the RoyAL Ar- 
CANUM is entirely freed from such 
obstacles to its growth. 

“The Supreme Regent is to be 
commended for his action during 
the past year.”

1. An amendment was adopted to 
Section 430(3) of our laws, relating 
to old age benefit at 70, providing, 
“that the reserve values for Option 
‘D’ computed from our present mor- 
tality table, towit: the same table as 
thet from which Table ‘A’ was com- 
puted, be substituted for the old age 
benefits as now provided, and that 
old age benefits under Table ‘A’ as 
n~v provided, as well as those re- 
vised as aforesaid, for Option ‘D,’ be 
steted in the respective tables.” 
tables are a part of our laws and fix 
the actual amount of old age benefit 
at 70 for each age of entry. 

2, A further amendment. was 
adopted, giving a member under Op- 
tion “D,” who has become totally and 


- permanently disabled before age 60, 


and who has elected to continue his 
certificate in force for the full amount, 
the privilege of recalling that election, 
surrendering his certificate and re- 
cues one-half the face value there- 
of. 


3. By appropriate amendments the 
Executive Committee was given power 
to appoint a Field Manager, and the 
latter was given full control and 
charge of the field work.- including 
the selection~ and’ management of 
paid deputies, and he was made a 
member of the Supreme Council with- 
out vote.

month in any city where we have 
one or more Councils, or in any 
Jurisdiction, giving that much time 
to the work of organizing the Coun- 
cils and members, he could create 
organized effort and enthusiasm and 
secure excellent results. That. has 
been demonstrated several times 
during the past year. But the field 
is too large and the duties too many 
to permit either of these officials to 
give that much time to any one lo- 
cality. Obviously, their work must 
for the time at least be supple- 
mented by the services of efficient 
Deputies in several Jurisdictions. 
“Plenty of Deputies can be se- 
cured, but Deputies who are familiar 


. with our Order, its procedure, per- 


sonnel and standards, who will com- 
mand the respect and confidence of 
members, are very hard to find. 
Last summer the Supreme Regent 
endeavored in various ways to find 
a few, but was unsuccessful. This 
may have been fortunate in the 
light of subsequent events. It may 
be possible for the Field Manager to 
find the right men and train them 
for our work if he-~ should be 
charged with that duty and respon- 
sibility.” 


THE FALL CAMPAIGN AND 
THE VICTORY DRIVE 

“The Fall Campaign was pre- 
pared for and entered upon before 
the close of the world war and with 
a determination on our part to con- 
tinue the patriotic work of our 
Councils and members and at the 
same time make every possible 
effort to increase our membership. 
The interest aroused and momentum 
acquired by November 11, 1918, 
when the armistice was signed, 
would have enabled us to double the 
number of new members actually 
secured up to December 3ist, if the 
epidemic of influenza had not in- 
terposed difficulties much greater 
than any: which had been caused by 
conditions due to the war. We were 
compensated to a large extent by 
the loyalty and persistency mani- 
fested by thousands of members 
who kept at their self-appointed 
tasks regardless of any and all ob- 
stacles. When the ban on meet- 
ings was lifted, they were ready to 
proceed with regular work and ini- 
tiations. Taking into consideration 
prevailing conditions during the fall 
months, the activity in many Juris- 
the results secured 
were most gratifying. 

“In December it appeared that 
from January 1st to April 1st we 
Members 
and their friends were being re- 
leased from prospective military 
duties. Thousands of soldiers in 
Europe and America, including 
many of our own members, were to 
be released from service. The in- 
fluenza had passed into history. 
January, February and March have 
always been months in which mem- 
bers would attend meetings and do 
work worth while. For these rea- 
sons a Victory Campaign was started 
on Januarye 1st to be concluded 
March 3ist. 

“The progress was slow during 
January, but beginning with Feb-

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ruary ist there was a grand revival 
in interest, active work, attendance, 
enthusiasm and initiations. Dur- 
ing the month of March the total 
number of initiations and reinstate- 
ments was 1,222. In order to get 
the largest results possible while 
our forces were thoroughly aroused 
and fully equipped, the Supreme 
Regent extended the Victory Cam- 
paign to April 30th. Approximately 
something over 4,000 members were 
added to the Order as a result of 
this effort.” 


PATRIOTIC WORK 

“The last report of the Supreme 
Regent described the methods used 
during the previous year in co- 
operating with and assisting the 
Government in patriotic work. The 
Supreme Regent. was kept advised 
by the various Departments at 
Washington of the amount and 
character of assis‘ance desired. 
Grand and Subordinate ~ Council 
Officers were promptly notified of 
these requests and they as promptly 
responded and followed the sugges- 
tions made. The amount and effect- 
iveness of such work are evidenced 
by letters from Government officials 
to the Supreme Regent and Supreme 
Secretary, several of which were 
printed in the BuLuerin. Neither 
our Order nor its members deserve 
medals or praise for patriotic 


service. But we take -pride in re- 
cording the statement that the 
RovAL ARCANUM. was true to its 


principles, that if was not derelict 
in its duty, that its response -~was 
sincere, that ifs organization was 
promptly placed at the disposal of 
the Government, which used it con- 
tinuously with good effect; that 
9,500 of its members were in active 
service, in Europe: and America, 
upon the seas*and in the air, ready 
and willing to go anywhere, any 
time and perform any service re- 
quired of them. ‘The recent Victory 
Campaign, elsewhere discussed, was 
in honor of those good brothers who 
were privileged to wear uniforms.” 


THE YOUNG MAN IN THE ORDER 


“In December the Supreme Re- 
gent sent a personal letter to every 
newly elected Regent and was de- 
lighted to receive replies from 
nearly two-thirds of them. These 
letters showed that a majority of 
them are young men who appre- 
ciate the honor conferred and the 
responsibility assumed, that they 
were planning for effective work 
from the time of installation, that a 
spirit of loyalty and devotion to the 
Order prevailed. 

“The addition of two thousand 
young men since then, indicates 


that the younger men will soon be - 


in charge of every Council. That is 
what has been most desired for 
several years. The perpetuity of 
the Order will be thereby assured. 
“The attitude of the public 
toward fraternal societies has rap- 
idly changed during recent years. 


The efficiency and benefits of these, 


societies are known and appreciated 
by millions of men and women who 
do not belong to any of them. It 
therefore follows that with such 
conditions within and without our 
Order, it is entering upon its

CONCLUSION: 


“The success of the recent Vic- 
tory Campaign is a splendid reward 
for the loyalty, confidence, patience 
and persistent efforts of thousands 
of our members. It will startle the 
faultfinders, convinee the doubters 
and inspire the workers. It marks 
the beginning of reconstruction and 
the period of greatest progress and 
prosperity in the history of our 
noble Order. The broad and sub- 
stantial foundation upon which we 
build will support a fraternity of 
any size. As the work of construc- 
tion proceeds there will be no 
further necessity of halting to en- 
large or change the substructure. 
Henceforth our progress shall not 
be impeded nor delayed. The Roya 
ARCANUM in the near future will 
become a magnificent monument. to 
those who faced opposition and 
criticism in order to preserve our 
fraternity for the use and benefit of 
sorrow stricken widows and _ or- 
phans throughout the fraternal era 
of the civilized world, which shall 
last as long as civilization endures. 

“To have been permitted to work 
shoulder to shoulder with such 
builders during the past twenty- 
two years has been a pleasure and 
a means of education and develop- 
ment. To have been placed by you 
in the highest office in our Order, 
and charged with the responsibility 
of leadership during the past two 
important years has been an honor 
sincerely appreciated, an oppor- 
tunity for service thoroughly en- 
joyed, and a privilege which shall 
require continuous service to our 
Order throughout life as compen- 
sation therefor. Our next Supreme 
Regent will command an experienced 
army of willing workers, flushed 
with victory and anxious to do their 
share of the world’s work; to pre- 
serve and improve fraternity, lib- 
erfy and democracy. Among those 
who will work with him and for his 
success will be his predecessor.”

OUR LAW BUSINESS 


General Counsel Howard G. Wig- 
gins advised the Supreme Council 
that of “the usual amount of litiga- 
tion growing cut of payment of 
death claims, three cases of more 
than ordinary importance have been 
decided in favor of the Order. One 
was by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, the other two by the 
courts of last resort in New York 
and North Carolina. The facts are 
fully stated in the opinions ren- 
dered, and recital herein would be 
a mere matter of duplication. 

“The decision of Supreme Court 
of North Carolina is especially 
eratifying in view of the previous 
decisions of that court. in similar 
cases. The Improved Order of Hep- 
tasophs, in 1915, amended its by- 
laws by increasing rates of assess- 
ment. Members of that organi- 
zation in North Carolina brought suit 
in the courts of that State alleging 
that such change in the by-laws in- 
ereasing their assessment rates con— 
stituted a breach of contract, and in 
December, 1916, the Sunreme Court 
of North Carolina handed down .a 
decision holding that the rates legis- 
lation of the Improved Order of 
Heptasophs constituted a breach of 
contract and entitled the members 
fo a judgment for the full amount

“That decision occurring con- 


temporaneously with the going into 
operation of the increase in rates of 
the RoyvaL ARCANUM caused. seven- 
teen dissatisfied members of the 
RovaL ARCANUM to bring suit alleg- 
ing breach of contract and demand- 
ing, in the aggregate, judgment for 
$22,019.76. -The highest court of 
North Carolina having held that the 
increase in rates in the Heptasophs 
was a violation of the contract, en- 
titling the members to recover the 
full amount of assessments which 
they had paid, with interest thereon, 
that decision was relied upon with 
ereat confidence hy the members of 
the RoyaL ARCANUM to entitle them 
to a similar result. 

“The test cass brought. against 
the RoyaL ARGANUM was an action 
commenced by J. W. Hollingsworth 
in Catawba County, North Carolina. 
That ease came up for trial in No- 
vember, 1917, and at the conclusion 
of the trial judgment was directed 
in favor of the Roya ARCANUM, dis- 
missing the plaintiff's complaint. 
From that judgment an appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court of North 
Carolina, argued by the General 
Counsel before that court on May 7, 
1918, and on May 28, 1918, the Su- 
preme Court handed down a unan- 
imous decision affirming the judg- 


ment in favor of the Order. The 
decision in that case, as decisive 
of the questions involved, was ac- 


cepted by the attorneys. for the 
plaintiffs in all of the other North 
Garolina eases, and judgment of 
non-suit has been entered in each 
of them.”

OFFICIAL CIRCULAR NO. 240 


Boston, Mass., July 1, 1919. 
To THE OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE SUPREME, GRAND, AND SUB- 
ORDINATE COUNTILS :— 


Brethren: Hon. W. C. Redfield, United States Secretary of Commerce, 
in an address before the Cleveland Advertising Club said in substance that, 
“ Reconstruction is a mental issue or a state of mind.” He pointed to Bel- 
gium and France shorn of their factories,—their very tools of production. 
To England as needing raw materials, which in their case meant actual 
rehabilitation. He also pointed out that the United States had emerged 
from the war in a better condition than ever before. That reconstruction 
here meant simply the adapting ourselves to changed conditions caused 
principally by the high wages of labor. 


The RoyaALn ARCANUM has its Reconstruction problem. If Secretary 
Redfield is correct in his assumption that it is only a state of mind, and I 
think he is correct, why cannot we look at our problem in the same way? 


The change of rates made necessary to put the Order on a solvent 
basis; the entrance of this country into the war when millions of our 
young men rushed to the defense of Liberty and Democracy; the influenza 
epidemic; the various Liberty Loan drives; and the other war activities in 
which our members participated so largely, were disturbing causes. Local 
fraternal impulses were neglected for the larger and broader outlook, and 
rightly so. Interest and enthusiasm were diverted from the Subordinate 
Council. The signing of the Armistice caused a sigh of relief. Men had 
been taught to give in money and service “until if hurts ’*—many of our 
nembers gave in both until it not only hurt, but felt good. 


Since January ist, 1919, there has been a slow but sure change in the 
attitude of a number of our members. The first stages of our reconstruc- 
tion are completed. One jurisdiction after the other is falling into line 
with initiations. The three months’ Victory drive was a success. More 
men were initiated into the Order during that time than in any similar 
period in the past three years. The problem now is to eause-a change 
in the “ state of mind” of. those of our members who are inactive and con- 
tributing nothing to the good of the Order. 


Why are they inactive and why are they not contributing? 
The war developed its slackers, but wherever they were discovered, 


you know how they suffered in the estimation of their fellow-men. Let 
every member ask himself these questions :— 


Is the Order worthy of my support? 


Has the Order behind it a record of ee two years of successful achieve- 
ment? 


Have the Insurance Departments of the three great States of Massachu- 
setts, New York, and Connecticut, after an exhaustive examination, 
declared it a solvent organization? 


Was it patriotic in its war activities?

Did it pay out of current income more than eight hundred thousand dollars 
excess mortality caused-by war losses and* the Influenza epidemic, 
without calling on me for an extra penny? 


Did it in 1918, in spite of these excess losses, invest one million dollars in 
gilt-edged securities bearing a high rate of interest? 


Has it more than five million dollars invested in the Emergency Fund with 
all approved death claims paid? 


Does it protect my «family a the lowest possible cost consistent with 
safety? 


Did I obligate myself at the altar “to induce acceptable persons to apply 
for membership” and if I did, why am I not doing it? 


The Roya ARCANUM deserves to grow. It will grow and multiply in 
influence if every member who is now inactive, will change his mental at- 
titude and help along the good work of protecting another home by prods 
initiates in his Council. 

“ So over the top with the best of luck, Let’sgo.”

CKING OUT THE LAW OF

by-the-war old theory known as the 
law of supply and demand. Con- 
gress ordained that the farmers 
should have $2.25 a bushel for 
wheat, no matter how much there 
might be of it, and that in the mean- 
time, the law of supply and demand 
should be given a furlough of twelve 
months. 

Unfortunately, the old statute did 
not seem to desire this vacation, and 
for a time it looked as if the admin- 
istration might be in a position to 
exchange stories on this point with 
King Canute, who tried a somewhat 
similar experiment with the tides 
several years ago with very incon- 
spicuous success. But the Admin- 
istration rolled up its sleeves, dug 
up one billion good paper dollars, 
handed them over to Past Regent 
Barnes with a fine hand to go to 
it—and the betting is now ten to 
one that the law of supply and de- 
mand will take the vacation planned 
for it—and no kicking about it 
either. 


ONE BILLION DOLLARS TO SPEND 


As wheat director, Brother Barnes 
will direct the handling of the entire 
1919 ‘wheat crop and will administer 
the $A, 000,000,000 fund appropri- 
ated by-congress to take care of the 
crop tinder the government guar- 
anteed price. He was selected for 
the place, it was announced, upon 
recommendation of Herbert Hoover. 

In addition to the administration 
of the .$1,000,000,000 fund, Mr. 
Barnes will remain president of the 
$50,000,000 government grain cor- 
poration, which will continue to 
function as the commercial agency 
for carrying out the government 


policies and which also acts as the 
purchasing representative of the 
American Relief administration. 


BEGINNING AT THE BOTTOM 


Brother Barnes began at the bot- 
tom. A few years ago he was an 
office boy for a grain firm in Duluth. 
He worked and also found time to 
study. A little while later—just 
about his twenty-fourth birthday— 
on April 16, 1897, he joined Duluth 
Council. He treated his Council 
work just as he did his jobs at the 
office,—gave it the best he had—and 
in a short while reached the top 
both in the office and in the Council. 

“Julius was certainly a hustler,” 
reports.a veteran member of Duluth 
Council, “he was after the boys all 
the time. There was not a minute 
while he was Regent that there was 
not something going on ‘and he 
would get fellows into the Order 
faster than anybody I ever saw.” 
In the same way in the grain busi- 
ness he made close to a million 
dollars before the war began. 


WHAT THE WAR DID TO THE 
GRAIN BUSINESS 


In the grain business the war was 
a cloudburst, 'a tornado and an 
earthquake all in one. A week 
after the German march into Bel- 
gium hardly a grain dealer or ex- 
porter in the world knew whether 
he was solvent or insolvent. Every- 
one knew the war was going to bring 
high prices, but no one could tell 
how soon that would happen. There 
was an enormous crop in America 
ready for the market. If ocean com- 
munication were to be permanently 
interrupted, the newly harvested

grain pressing to the market would 
probably break the price down to an 
unheard of low figure, just as ac- 
tually happened in the case of cotton. 

On the other hand, if the public 
went to speculating on the rise 
which was sure to come, they would 
themselves produce a volume of 
buying which might lift the price to 
the clouds. Either turn was equally 
possible: the bottom might drop out 
of the market or it might soar to al- 
most any height at any day. The 
situation might easily have bank- 
rupted every flour dealer or grain 
mill in the United States. 


HOW BRO. BARNES HELPED 

In this crisis all the great grain 
firms and exchanges placed their in- 
terests in the hands of a committee 
of which Mr. Barnes was chairman. 
For weeks the committee wrestled 
with the innumerable ‘problems 
which were thrust upon it; millions 
of bushels of grain on the high seas 
subject to capture, cargoes directed 
to different ports, seized by this gov- 


ernment or requisitioned by that, 

bills of lading unpaid, exchange at 

prohibitive rates, shipping problems 
e 


of every sort, insurance problems, 
telegrams, cablegrams, letters almost 
by the cord, and always the huge 
ocean of grain in America surging 
forward in its efforts to reach the 
hungry millions of people in Europe 
It was the task of a colossus, but our 
friend solved it so quietly and 
efficiently that none of the news- 
papers ever found out about it. 

All through these tremendous 
years of the war Brother Barnes has 
been carrying on this tremendous 
task. It is all right to talk of the 
statesmen and generals, but after all 
is said and done, for importance and 
size, the control of the grain of the 
world easily surpasses all other 
tasks. 

The RoyaAL ARCANUM may well be 
proud of its share in furnishing a 
part of the education which has 
made this enormous accomplishment 
possible. Brother Barnes never had 
a college course. His Council ex- 
perience passing through the various 
chairs and finally presiding over the 
Council itself, was probably his 
nearest approach to the . formal 
training of ordinary college work. 
To a certain extent the RoyaL ArcA- 
NUM is the alma mater who may 
fairly claim at least a little credit 
for this remarkably fine alumnus. 


A REAL FRATERNALIST 


Best of all, this enormous work 
has been done in a truly fraternal 
spirit. Brother Barnes turned aside 
from the chance to make a fab- 
ulous fortune in his private busi- 
ness and has undertaken this great 
public task for no motive in the 
world except the fraternal and pa- 
triotic impulse to serve his fellow- 
men Handling hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars of other people’s 
money, he has taken. nothing for 
himself. He may have a nominal 
salary, enough perhaps to pay for 
his automobile, but in real substance 
he has worked absolutely for no- 
thing, and supported himself on his

age is done under cover, and their 
number is often over-estimated. 
Compared to the four million: loyal 
and enthusiastic young -men who 
entered the Army and the thirty mil- 
lion persons who eagerly subscribed 
for Liberty Bonds, their number is 
almost negligible. But they are nu- 
merous enough to cause a scab on 
our national life, and many good cif- 
izens wonder what. it isthat produces 
them. Some ascribe it to non-assim- 
ilation of foreign dross which has 
come to our shores, yet most of these 
stinkards have received some sem- 
blance of education in this eountry. 
They are among the youth. The 
problem seems to be one of proper 
training of children. The Bureau of 
Edueation of the Department of the 
Interior has already grappled the 
subject and, in co-operation with the 
National Kindergarten Association, 
is conducting a campaign for pa- 
triotic education of children. A 
statement says: “The easiest way 
to teach American ideals and loyalty 
is to begin with the little child. It 
is coming to be recognized that by 
making good Americans of all of the

Nation’s children, the alien problem 
of the future will be practically 
solved.” ‘The Bureau’s plan is to put 
children through a more intensive 
course of education.

Whether in fraternalism_ or the ordi- 
nary relations of life, optimism is an 
essential to both happiness and prog- 
ress—and it is, very largely, a matter 
of habit.

Disease and even death is, we verit- 
ably believe, often the direct result 
of fear or a grouch—not being able 
to see good in anything or anybody, 
and looking at life through dark 
glasses. It may be pretty hard to 
learn to love your enemies, but it 
can be done, and there is something 
in most persons which is worthy ‘of 
regard and consideration, if not affec- 
tion. 


The writer knows of -an instance 
where a man on the frontier forgave 
a “bad man,” although the latter had 
shot at and tried to kill him, with 
the result that the outlaw afterward 
gave many evidences of appreciation, 
always making some pleasant and jok- 
ing remark when they met, thus show- 
ing that kindness and consideration— 
and some advice about the need for 
him to be more careful with his gun 
—made a more lasting impression on 
him than probably any punishment 
would have done, for he was accus- 
tomed to receiving the latter and not 
expecting any consideratron except 


what he could pay for in cash. 


Those who claim that there isn’t 
any possibility of the world changing 


‘so that the nations can, very largely 


substitute the principles of fraternal- 
ism ‘for “going armed to the teeth,” 
evidently do not appreciate that fair 
and straightforward dealing goes very 
far toward making a friend of the 
average person the world over, and 
that most so-called outlaws are crazy. 

The United States has conclusively 
demonstrated what can be accom- 
plished by an exemplification of the 
spirit of fraternalism by the truly 
wonderful success it has achieved in 
the Philippines.

THE BEST MEMORIAL 


HE good fratenalist is interested 
-in preserving the memory of 
his friends. The BuLLerin has taken 
pleasure in calling attention to a 
great many devices which have been 
adopted by Councils in various parts 
of the country for this purpose, a 
recent instance being the case of 
Richmond Borough Council, No. 
2057, of West New Brighton, New 
York; which raised $800 for the 
erection of two bronze tablets. 
Brother B. F. Barr of Conestoga 
Council, No. 463, of . Lancaster, 
writes to the Supreme Secretary to 
suggest that even more real satisfac- 
tion and pleasure cold be realized 
from the inves({ment if it were used 
in planting trees. A planting of 
this kind would bring comfort to the 
next generation if the trees were 
placed either in parks or along the 
public highway where thousands of 
people could enjoy their shade and 
beauty for a hundred years or more 
to come. Brother Barr would urge 
the public to plant trees more liber- 
ally as a token of esteem and appre- 
ciation for the services of our 
soldiers. 
Another practical memorial might 


well take the form of a great road. 


We have already an example of this 
kind in the Lineoln Highway which 
is at least a magnificent idea, al- 
though according to fairly accurate 
reports in many sections of the 
eountry, it not past the idea 
stage.

HOW MUCH IS LABOR? 


CCORDING to a great many wise 
people who write articles in 
apers, the one prime cause in 
esent high cost of living is 
wages paid to the laborers. 
haps like everything else that 
in the paper this is partly

n. The United States Bureau 
bor Statistics has recently 
ed a most careful analysis 
-eost of labor in making a 
shoes. The facts are col- 
in a very large number of 
ions, showing how several 
people work on every shoe 
ich is turned out, but even in the 
ss of footwear the labor cost 
neluding the cost of super- 
nd other overhead labor ex- 


penses, amounted to less than fifty 
cents a pair. If labor has doubled 
in price since 1916, the labor cost 
is still less than a dollar a pair even 
in the best shoes. 

Therefore when you pay nine 
dollars for a pair of shoes, don’t go 
off with the conclusion that the 
horny-handed son of toil is getting 
all of it.

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WAR SAVINGS CAMPAIGN

NO that practically all of the 
large fraternal organizations 
throughout the country have en- 
dorsed the War Savings Campaign 
being conducted by the Treasury 
Department and with hundreds of 
the smaller brotherhoods stepping 
up into line daily -nd solidly placing 
themselves behind this Government 
movement, there comes up in the 
mind of many members the question 
of just wheat advantages they and 
their fraternities secure through 
the investment of either lodge or 
personal funds in Thrift, War Sav- 
ings Stamps, or Treasury Depart- 
ment Certificates. 

The principal reason for the pres- 
ent campaign is the desire on the 
part of the United States Govern- 
ment to place Government securities 
in the hands of Americans and sim- 
ultaneously teach these people the 
benefits derived from thrift. What 
the majority of lodge members are 
interested in, as far as the Govern- 
ment savings’ movement is con- 
cerned, is what is generally termed 
as the group saving plan. Prac- 
tically every lodge of the Royan Ar- 
CANUM is interested in this plan. 
Recently at a meeting of the Grand 
Council at Springfield, Massachu- 
setts, resolutions were passed en- 
dorsing the War Savings Campaign 
now being conducted by the Govern- 
ment.. Therefore, every fraternal 
member should know something 
about Thrift, War Savings Stamps, 
and Treasury Savings Certificates. 

The group saving plan is’ more 
beneficial to each’ individual fra- 
ternity brother, in that, through 
group action the habit to save is 
stimulated. It is hard for the in- 
dividual alone to do without any- 
thing, but when his associates are 
with him in the effort to get for 
themselves the maximum value of 
every dollar, saving becomes prac- 
ticable and he does not feel the 
martyrdom that is sure to discour- 
age him if acting alone. 

Each individual is also reminded 
through the pledge system that goes 
with this plan of group saving that 
he is expected to save a certain pro- 
portion of his income. This is 
usually in charge of the secretary. 
He keeps his pledges before the 
members. The war time savings 
movement has been made a per- 
manent peace time measure. It7is 
hoped that through the efforts of 
the workers of this cause that Thrift 
will become a fundamental charac- 
teristic of the American people for 
the lasting prosperity and enduring 
strength of the nation. If such 
tendencies are evidenced by pur- 
chases of War Savings Stamps, in- 
creased deposit in savings banks, 
_additional insurance policies, or in 
any other sound economic fashion, 
a fundamental productive work will 
have been accomplished.

attempt to bring out some of the 
most important things lodge mem- 
bers may do individually and collec- 
tively to_aid this movement and in- 
directly, themselves. 

First the Government is desirous 


of having all lodges form’ what is 


known as a War Savings Society. 
The War Savings Society is an or- 
ganization group of people recog- 
nized by the Government, who 
pledge to aid the Thrift campaign by. 
talking Thrift and purchasing War 
Savings and Thrift stamps regu- 
larly. 

The Savings Society is easily built 
into every organization where people 
naturally group together. It pro- 
vides as does no other method the 
intensive suggestion and constant 
reminder required for savings. 

The lodge is an excellent organ- 
ization upon which to build such a 
society. The large societies should 
be of the multiple type. Each sub- 
unit distinction to be part of the 
whole. 

The limit that a lodge can invest 
in its own name in War Savings 
Stamp series of 1919 is $41,000. The 
limit that each member of the lodge 
can buy is also $1,000. This limiit 
is set by the Government so that the 
rich cannot invest all their money in 
these forms of Government securi- 
ties which are tax exempt. 


» As to the differences between 
these various Government securities, 
First, there -is the Thrift stamp. 
They are the smallest. Government 
security sold. They cost twenty- 
five cents each. They are always 
worth twenty-five cents. They do 
not increase in value like the War 
Savings Stamps. The purchase of 
a Thrift stamp is a definite dedica- 
tion of twenty-five cents to savings. 

The War Savings Stamp, another 
one of these securities now being 
issued by the Government, is a 
promise by the Government to pay 
to the lender five dollars at ma- 
turity; that is the original price 
with interest. Thrift stamps when 
their amount equals four dollars 
are good for this amount toward the 
purchase of a War Savings Stamp. 

The Treasury Savings Certificates, 
which have recently been issued by 
the Government, is a promise by 
the Government to pay to the lender 
$100 at maturity; that is, the orig- 
inal price with interest. War Sav- 
ings Stamps may be converted into 
Treasury Savings Certificates. 

None of these securities can de- 
cline in value. They may be re- 
deemed for cash upon ten days’ 
written notice at any money order 
postoffice.

A CALL FOR 2,965 INITIATIONS 


campaign proved a 

success. More than 500 ini- 
tiations and reinstatements were 
had during the hottest month in the 
year. 

Vacations are over. Our mem- 
bers have returned from the moun- 
tains and the seashore invigorated 
and ready for business, while the 
home guard kept the fires of enthu- 
siasm burning during their absence 
with the result that August pro- 
duced all and more than was re- 
quested. 

The Supreme Regent is happy! 
The Field Manager is jubilant!! 
Now for a fall campaign ending De- 
cember 34, 1919! 

At a conference held August 14th 
in New York City, which was at- 
tended by Supreme Regent Geisen- 
berger, Supreme Vice Regent Hoad- 
ley, Field Manager Becker and 
Grand Regents Harold C. Knoeppel 
of New York, James E. Norton of 
Pennsylvania, William J. Amerman 
of New Jersey, Herbert A. Billings 
of Massachusetts, Thomas F. Han- 
non of Maryland, G. M. Evans of the 
District of Columbia, E. Le Roy Hart 
of Rhode Island, and Grand Vice Re- 
gent Joseph A. Langfitt, Jr., of Penn- 
sylvania, it was enthusiastically 
agreed that an intensive member- 
ship campaign be started at once, 
ending’ December 31, 1919. 

The Supreme Regent and Field 
Manager have assigned quotas to 
every Grand Council Jurisdiction 
and these quotas total-2,965. That’s 
the figure to be attained—2,965. 

As stated in these columns, old 
line companies secured a greater 
volume of business during the first 
six months of 1919 than they did 
during the entire year 1918, and it 
is confidently predicted that this 
record will be exceeded during the 
last four months of the present 
year. 

The RoyvAL ARCANUM can boast of 
similar accomplishment. During 
1918, there were initiated and re- 
instated 3,108. During the first six 
months of 1919, there were initiated 
and reinstated 3,504. Thus it will 
be seen that during the first six 
months of 1919, the Royan Arca- 
NUM did a greater business than it 
did during the entire year 1918.

Ohio, during the entire year 1918 
initiated and reinstated 72, while 
during the first eight months of 
1919, there were initiated and re- 
instated 177, and of this latter total

What Michigan and Ohio accom- 
plished this year every other Grand 
Council Jurisdiction in the Order 
can accomplish. But in order to 
secure results, we must organize 
in every Grand Council Jurisdiction 
and employ TEAM WORK. The 
Megaphone has emphasized time 
and again that team work brings 
results.

These various monthly records 
have been the result of special work 
being performed in some- particular 
Council. Take the record for August 
when there were forty-four initia- 
tions.

BROTHER HARRY P. DOLAN 
PASSES AWAY 


The citizens of Chicago lost a faith- 
ful public servant and the Royal Ar- 
canumn a loyal supporter in the death 
of Brother Harry P. Dolan, Judge of 


the Municipal Court of Chicago, 
which occurred on Saturday, July 
26th. Brother Dolan was born in 


Boston, Massachusetts, May 16, 1875. 
He, came to Chicago in 1880 and for 
several years was engaged in the rail- 
road business, and while so employed 
made his own way through the Lake 
Forest University Law School. He 
graduated with the degree of LL. B. 
in 1904 and was engaged in the active 
practice of his profession until 1910. 
In this year he was elected Judge of 
the Municipal Court of Chicago and 
was reelected in 1916 and his services 
on the bench, particularly as Judge of 
the Boys’ Court, endeared him to all 
who have at heart the welfare of the 
growing generation, particularly the 
boys of our great city. His years of 
service as a jurist gave him a broad 
experience and made him a better and 
stronger fraternalist. ; 

Brother Dolan rendered many 
years of faithful services to the Royal 
Arcanum. He joined our fraternity 
on December 5, 1906, as a member of 
Aar Council. Some time later, in 
1907, when Aar Council was consoli- 
dated, with Northwestern Council, 
Brother Dolan joined Illinois Council 
by card. He was Orator of this 
Council in 1909, Regent in 1910, and 
was Representative to the Grand 
Council in 1911 and for several years 
thereafter. His ability as a- speaker 
and as a good fraternalist was recog- 
nized by the Grand Council, and he 
was chosen as Chairman of the Pro- 
motion Committee in 1915 and again 
in 1918, and as late as January, 1919, 
he presided at a public installation of 
the officers of Illinois Council. He 
brought to his work as an Arcanian 
that same liberal measure of ability, 
energy and enthusiasm which char- 
acterized his efforts in every line of 
endeavor in which he was engaged. 
_He was also a member of Commer- 
cial Council, Knights of Columbus, 
Supreme Treasurer of the Phi Alpha 
Delta Law Fraternity, Chicago Lodge 
B. P. O. Elks, Humboldt Park Coun- 
cil, Royal League, and various other 
fraternal organizations. 

His funeral, which was held on 
Tuesday, July 29th, was largely at- 
tended-and there would have been a 


much greater attendance but for the 
strike of street railway employees, 
which shut off all street-car transpor- 
tation at that time. Brother Samuel 
Pires, Secretary of Illinois Council, 
and Secretary of the Royal Arcanum 
Hospital “Association, was one of the 
active pallbearers. 


Brother Dolan leaves a widow and 
three small sons to mourn his loss, 
who have the sincere sympathy of all 
his brethren in the Royal Arcanum. 


We quote the following editorial 
from the Chicago Evening American 
as a well deserved tribute to the work 
done by our departed brother. 


“Chicago has lost one of the rarest 
of jewels—a really conscientious pub- 
lic official whose every thought ‘and 
action was-of public service—and Chi- 
cago’s boys and girls have lost a real 
friend in the death of Judge Harry P. 
Dolan. 


“A weaker man that Judge Dolan 
would have given up his public office 
many years before when“he found 
that it was making a wreck of his 
life, but with him it was an obsession 
that later developed into a mania ’ 


“His every thought was of the un- 
fortunate boys and girls for whose 
lives he felt a personal responsibility 
that went far beyond-the realm. of 
official duty. 


“Of every case he made a personal 


issue; for every unfortunate boy and 
girl who came before him he became 
more than a dispenser of justice—a 
father, a friendly adviser, a helping 


hand on the road to ght and op=_ 


portunity. 


“For a poor Negro boy who could - 


not read or write, who pleaded that 
he was forced to steal food because 
he could not obtain work, he made a 
personal fight to obtain a course of 
trade school instruction at the House 
of Correction that such boys might 
have a chance. ; 

“Finding boys in court improperly 
represented, or unrepresented by any 
lawyers, he formed a volunteer corps 
of 250 of the most able attorneys in 
Chicago who gave their time free to 
such as could not afford to employ 
competent representatives. 


“Judge Dolan handled, with justice 
tempered with humanity and an in- 
sight into the real trials and tribula- 
tions of youth, the cases of over 38,- 
000 Chicago boys. 

“He campaigned-for better jails, 
assailing Chicago jail cells as ‘unfit 
for even animals to be housed in’; 
protested against beating of boys by 
policemen; assailed police court meth- 
ods of ‘railroading’ youths to reform- 
atories and jail cells; campaigned 
against the tough poolroom as ex- 
posed in The Chicago Evening Amer- 
ican’s ‘Recruiting a Criminal’ series, 
and organized a society to provide 
lodgings for homeless boys. 

“But when stern justice demanded 
penalty, he never hesitated to enforce 
the law—and he did it to the benefit 
of the public. 


“When loafers were haled before 
him, instead of sending them to the 
county jail, where they would be fed 
free by the county, he sent them to 
the Bridewell, where they had to 
work for their keep. 


“But principally his life was 
wrapped up in his boys and his girls. 
In his: trials of his last few months 
his every thought was for ‘The poor 
boys, the poor boys,’ and ‘The poor 
girls; the police will never give a girl 
a chance once she falls.’ 

“Such is the man Chicago has lost, 
the best friend of the unfortunate, a 
conscientious public servant.”

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BRO. LEWIS STUART DIES

Their howl is 
worse than their bite, because they 
are usually cowardly and their dam- 
age is done under cover, and their 
number is often over-estimated. Com- 
pared to the four million léyal-and 
enthusiastic young men who entered 
the Army and the thirty million per- 
sons who eagerly subscribed for 
Liberty Bonds, their number is almost 
negligible. But they are numerous 
enough to cause a scab on our national 
life, and many good citizens wonder 
what it is that produces them. Some 
ascribe it to non-assimiliation of for- 
eign dross which has come to our 
shores, yet most of these stinkards 
have received some semblance of edu- 
cation in this country. They are 
among the youth. The problem 
seems to be one of proper training of 
children. The Bureau of Education of 
the Department of the Interior has 
already grappled the subject and, in 
co-operation with -the ~ National 
Kindergarten Association, is conduct- 
ing a campaign for patriotic education 
of children. A’ statement says: “The 
easiest way to’ teach American ideals 
and loyalty is to begin with the little 
child. It is coming’ to be recognized 
that by making good Americans of 
all of the Nation’s children, the alien 
problem of the future will be prac- 
tically solved.” The Bureau’s plan ‘is 
to put children through a more inten- 
sive course of education. 


One of the splendid facts developed 
by the war was that the patriotism of 
fraternalists was one hundred per cent. 
The fraternalists fought, produced, 
saved and invested in their several and 
various war activities with a glorious 
self-sacrifice. They had been taught 
patriotism and democracy in their 
lodge rooms. They delighted in de- 
fending their country and the principle 
of democratic government when these 
were endangered by foreign ambition. 
They also had learned and practiced 
devotion to God. Liberty, brotherly 
love, morality and kindred ideals were 
the precepts of their fraternal life. 
Every sincere fraternalist will affirm 
that this is so. The mighty fraternal 
army of defense for the United States 


was one of the country’s strongest , 


arms. These things were taught to 
adults in the lodge rooms of this 
country for fifty years, and they pro- 
duced righteous, elevating and inspir- 
ing emotions, and they prompted 
many to lead better lives. 


The wholesome record of fraternal 
societies has been the result until 
lately of teaching adults, and the ex- 
tension of their field to juveniles has 
followed the adoption within the past 
three years of the whole family pro- 
tection law.

EFFICIENCY, 35 PER CENT. 
iG it costs me six dollars a day to 

live, and I make just one umbrella 
in a day, either I have got to get S1X 
dollars for that one umbrella or my 
family will have to go hungry. On 
the other hand, if I can make three 
umbrellas in a day, I can sell them 
for two dollars a piece and still get 
my full day’s pay, and the neigh- 
bors will be much less likely to get 
wet. 

If I am going to work in the um-- 
brella business, it is for the advant- 
age of everybody concerned that I 
should do my work as. skilfully, 
effectively and rapidly as I can. 
My neighbors who wish to keep out 
of the rain, my family who wish to 
eat, my employer who wishes to 
make some money, myself who 
wish to be happy, and my country 
which expects me to love it in spite 
of the politicians,—everyone who is 
in any way related to me, will profit 
by that relationship’ only in propor- 
tion as I am doing the best that can 
be done in my own particular line of 
work. 

That is quite different from doing 
the best I can. The whole trouble 
with a large part of the world today 
is that it is doing the best it can, 
but by reason of poor tools, poor 
training, and poor superintendence, 
its best is only about a third of what 
it could do if these comparatively 
simple defects were remedied. Ac- 
cording to the authorities of the 
War Department, American fac- 
tories are today using six million or 
more workers to do what four and 
one-half million men could do as 
well if they were fairly trained. This 
means that American manufacturers 
are paying the wages of one million 
and a half workers who are really 
adding nothing to the total output of 
the industrial system. In the man- 
ufacturing section of New Eng- 
land,—and a few portions of the 
United States are more important in 
the production of our daily neces- 
sities,—factory experts have stated 
that the factorfes are not more than 
60% efficient in output, merely for 
want of more skilled and intelligent 
man power. This does not compare 
very well with a pre-war Germany 
in which individual industrial train- 
ing was so successfully operated 
that 65% of the managerial and 
technical force consisted of men who 
had started work as unskilled or 
semi-skilled labor. 

There ought to be no such thing 
as “unskilled labor.” It: is amazing 
how quickly a little training under 
competent instructors can give skill 
in mechanical processes. For ex- 
ample, the superintendent of one of 
the biggest metal working establish- 
ments in the country, states that 
mechanics who had been with them 
for two years were given one week 
of training, as a result of which 
they doubled their individual pro- 
duction. In another plant a worker 
returning from the training depart- 
ment by eleven o’clock did what has 
been estimated formerly to be a 
day’s work. ; 

In a-shoe factory in Brooklyn, 
sixty soldiers were recently em- 
ployed who had had no previous 
training in shoe production, and who

SEPTEMBER IN NEW 
YORK STATE 


HE four months’ campaign of 

the largest State in the Union 
made a good beginning during the 
month of September under the 
leadership of Brother Lanning G. 
Roake, Grand Vice Regent. 

As a preliminary warning Grand 
Regent Knoeppel sent out a circular 
to each Regent, Secretary, Grand 
Council Officer and Deputy on Au- 
gust 30th, outlining the plan of the 
whole campaign and naming the 
special committees or groups who 
would take charge and help furnish 
pep for each month. The substance 
of this circular has already ap- 
peared in the BuLLETIN. Along with 
this notice went a personal letter to 
the Regent, Deputy and Supervising 
Deputy, Grand Council Officer and 
Supreme Council Officer, advising 
him of the plan and asking his full 
co-operation. 

Brother Roake as Chairman of the 
September group sent a personal 
letter to each Regent and also 
mailed a large number of postal 
cards, which were sent out at in- 
tervals of five or six days, to each of 
the Council Regents. 

During the last week in Septem- 
ber Grand Orator G. Burchard 
Smith of Brooklyn, who will have 
charge of. the October battle, sent 
out his first communication to the 
District and Supervising Deputies. 
This letter is to he followed by a 
meeting of the Deputies and Super- 
vising Deputies in and around the 

ity of New York under the general 
charge of Brother Smith. 

In theemeanwhile the Grand Re- 
gent and all the State officers have 
laid out a plan of visitations which 
will cover almost every Council in 
the State. The Grand Regent him- 
self has assumed the responsibility 
for eighty-three of these visits dur- 
ing the course of the campaign. 

There have already been. a 
large number of district gatherings. 
For example, on September 4rd 
sixty-five officers of the Order met 
at the rooms of Our Council, ,No. 
252, and listerred to addresses by 
the Grand Regent, Grand Vice Re- 
gent Roake, Supreme Representa- 
tive Hale, Grand Chaplain Moerler, 
Grand Warden Van Name and Field 
Manager Becker. A similar gather- 
ing was held at Utica at the Roya 
ARCANUM Club on September 11th, 
and Brother Howard G. Wiggins - 
made what_is said to have been “a 
fine, strong talk to the men assem- 
bled, which certainly was most 
helpful and appreeiated by those 
present.” “Every man,” says our 
informant, “ went away ‘full of vim 
and enthusiasm and pledged himself 
to do his utmost to bring our cam- 
paign to a successful conclusion.” 

A third gathering of the same 
sort was held at Buffalo on Septem- 
ber 15th. When the Grand Regent 
asked for pledges for individual ac-

MORE RECORDS BUSTED 


During the month of Septem- 
ber, 1917, the Supreme Secre- 
tary’s office recorded 180 initia- 
tions and reinstatements;namely, 
42 initiations and 138 reinstate- 
ments. 

During September, 1918, the 
records showed 121 initiations 
and reinstatements; namely, 66 

initiations and 55 reinstate- 
' ments. 

During September, 1919, the 
records show 516 initiations and 
reinstatements; namely, 431 ini- 
tiations and 85 reinstatements. 

Now for October. Let’s bust 
them again.

O, the above is not “ The Mystic 

Number,” but it is the number 
of initiations and reinstatements the 
Supreme Regent requests be secured 
by December 31st, 1919. Surely an 
easy task, as if means an average of 
but, 741 per month during the four 
best months of the year. 

We added 571 members dur- 
ing August—the accepted vacation 
month, the hottest month in the 
year, the month when men’s minds 
do not run in the direction of added 
work in any field, when men’s en- 
ergies lag. Yet, August, 1949, 
proved by far the best August for 
some years past. 

Before us are the cool months; 
the months when Council meetings 
are better attended, when the Orator 
provides “something of an in- 
structive or entertaining character ” 
at meetings, when men can be more 
readily aroused to do something to 
advance the growth of their Order 
and when prospective candidates are 
in a receptive mood. 

The RoyAL ARCANUM is composed 
of 32 Grand Councils, 1,480 Subordi- 
nate Councils, with a membership of 
134,000. What a mighty force this 
would be if aroused to the needs of 
the Order; if every member. could 
be made to realize that the numer- 
ical growth of the Order is a real 
necessity; if every member could 
appreciate that it is a part of his 
duty to secure ‘desirable candi- 
dates.” 

Quotas have been assigned to the 
several Grand Council Jurisdictions 
and these quotas have been divided 
and reassigned to the Subordinate 
Councils in their Jurisdictions by 
many of the Grand Regents. 

The mere assignment of quotas 
does not however produce results. 
It requires team work to secure the 
quotas so assigned. As an evidence 
of what concerted action can do— 
what team work can do, we need 


only to refer to the work performed 
by Star Council, No. 89, of Detroit, 
152 initiations during June, July and 
August. Again, see the results se- 
cured in Norwalk Council, No. 403, 
of Norwalk, Ohio, a small Council 
with but 123 members—32  initia- 
tions during August. See the re- 
sults secured by four Councils in 
the District of Columbia under the 
leadership of Grand Regent Evans— 
46 initiations during September. 
These are: but a few examples of 
what can be accomplished when 
proper team work, is employed. 

What would the result be if every 
Council in the Order were to or- 
ganiz@ a campaign, a real, well or- 
ganized, enthusiastic campaign last- 
ing, say, sixty days? 
would be surprising. Successful 
baseball, is the result of “team 
work” and at critical times of 
“ bunching hits,” with the assistance 
of “pinch hitters” displacing poor 
batters now and then. 

Every baseball team requires, 
first; an enthusiastic Captain who 
understands the game thoroughly 
and who. can lead his team _success- 
fully. Second, team work must be 
employed, which simply means that 
the entire team plays as one man— 
to win. Third, at times when re- 
quired, the best batters are put in 
the field so that “hits” may be 
“bunched.” 

We have the teams—1,480 Sub- 
ordinate Councils. In each Council 
we have one or more men who are 
thoroughly conversant with the his- 
tory of the Royau ARCANUM, who 
are leaders of men, who know how 
to surround themselves with active 
workers and who are able to pro- 
duce results. Let each Council se- 
lect: such a man as Captain, and let 
him surround himself with a team 
of anywhere from three to nine men. 
Then let each team employ team 
work, namely, follow a well laid 
plan of campaign, work together 
under the leadership of their Cap- 
tain, and the result will never be in 
doubt. Let each team “bunch its 
hits "—work relentlessly to secure 
the initiation of candidates during 
October, November and December. 
If this plan is followed and _suecess- 
fully carried out the score will be a 
perfect one. 

The scorer, our Supreme Secre- 
tary, is ready. The Umpire, our 
Supreme Regent, is in the field. He 
has called “play ball, batter up.” 
Let the score be 2,965 by December 
31st.

AN R. A. FAMILY IN THE WAR 


HE Royvau ArcANUM is proud of 
a very large number of fine 


-families whose entire number is in- 


cluded in its membership. 

Judge E. B. Belden of the First 
Judicial Circuit of Wisconsin, Past 
Grand Regent of the State and for 
many years a member of Supreme 
Council is the head of a family of 
this kind. A recent clipping shows 
that they have all made a splendid 
record in war work. 

Judge Belden worked in all civil- 
ian war activities. managing the 
Y. M. G..A. campaigns, toured the 
country with the Great Lakes band 
in Liberty Loan campaigns and had 
general charge of Y. M. C. A. service 
among officers for the central war 
department, with headquarters at 
Camp Custer. He visited and made 
a survey of. eleven camps in behalf 
of that service for the National War 
Council. The judge was tendered a 
major’s commission on the staff of 
the? judge advocate general and also 
an attractive military commission 
for overseas service, both of which 
were declined because he felt he 
could be of greater service in the 
home and camp work. 

Both of Judge Belden’s sons, 
Stanley Raymond and John Ells- 
worth, left the University of Wis- 
consin in their senior year, immedi- 
ately upon our declaration of war 
and entered the Officers’ Training 
Camp at Fort Sheridan, where they 
were commissioned second lieuten- 
ants and assigned to Camp Custer. 
They were soon promoted to first 
lieutenancies . and made company 
commanders and were about to be 
recommended for captaincies when 
the armistice intervened. 

. The Belden home was closed in 
February, 1918, and Mrs. Belden went 
to Camp Custer, where she rendered 
valuable service and became known 
as Regimental Mother of the 338th

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DOLAN MEMORIAL MEETING 


Illinois Arcanians paid a glowing 
tribute to the character and worth of 
Bro. Harry P. Dolan, who died on 
July 26, at a Memorial Meeting held 
in honor of his memory on Saturday 
evening September 27. Illinois Coun- 
ceil, of which Brop.. Dolan. was’ an 
honored Past Regent, was the scene 
of this gathering. 

The Royal Arcanum was repre- 
sented by Grand Regent Catlin, Grand 
Vice Regent O’Neill, Grand Orator 
Roth, Grand Secretary~ Kiley, Grand 
Auditor Link, Past Grand Regents 
Keigher, Scully, Loomis and Daley, 
Supreme Orator Kropf and practically 
all the-other grand officers and com- 
mitteemen. Many officers and mem- 
bers from other Councils were also in 
attendance. The Municipal Bench of 
which Bro. Dolan was a member,, 
was represented by Judges E. K. 
Jarecki, Graham, J. K. Prindiville, 
Sheridan E. Fry and Dennis Sullivan, 
the two first named being members of 
Garden City Council. County Clerk 
Robert M. Sweitzer, a member of IIli- 
nois Council and a long time friend of 
Bro. Dolan, was also present. 

The meeting was called to order by 


. Regent Callner, who introduced Grand 


Regent Catlin as chairman of the eve- 
ning. The first speaker was Judge 
Jarecki who dwelt upon Bro. Dolan’s 
splendid record as a public servant. 
Supreme Orator Kropf was next_in- 
troduced, spoke of him as a frater- 
nalist, as an Arcanian and paid a 
merited tribute to him as one who 
loved his fellowman. : 

Bro. Robert M. Sweitzer followed 
with an eloquent eulogy on our de- 
parted brother, speaking of him as a 
loyal citizen, a faithful public official 
and a true friend. Grand Secretary 
Kiley then presented suitable reso- 
lutions which were unanimously 
adopted. Short talks were also made 
by Judges Prindiville, Fry, Graham 
and Sullivan. Appropriate music was 
furnished by the Imperial Quartette. 

The resolutions which were adopted 
at this meeting are as follows: 


IN MEMORIAM—HARRY 
PARKER DOLAN 
RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED AT A 
MEETING OF ILLINOIS 
COUNCIL No. 615 
September 27, 1919 


The Royal Arcanum of Illinois, and 
particularly the members of Illinois 
Council No. 615, are burdened with 
grief by the death of Judge Harry P. 
Dolan, a beloved member and Past 
Regent of this Council, who departed 
this life on July 26, 1919. Brother 
Dolan was born in Boston, Mass., on 
May 16, 1875, and came to Chicago 
with his parents in 1880. He became 
engaged in the railroad business early 
in life and while so employed made 
his own way through the Lake Forest 
University Law School. He gradu- 
ated from this institution in 1904, was 
admitted to the bar in the same year, 
and was engaged in the active and 
successful practice of his profession 
until 1910. -In this year he was elected 
Judge of the Municipal Court of Chi- 
cago and was re-elected in 1916. By 
his industry, honesty and energy he 
was soon recognized as one of the 
strongest judges of our Municipal 
bench, His services as Judge of the 
Boys Court particularly endeared him 
to all who have at heart the welfare 
of the growing generation of Ameri- 
cans. He recognized that the future 
of this republic depends largely upon 
the proper bringing up of our boys 
and girls; and it was his devotion to 
the cause of the young, the weak and 
the innocent, and the untiring efforts 
which he put forth in their behalf, 
that in a large measure was responsi- 
ble for his physical breakdown and his 
untimely death. 

January 17, 1912, Brother Dolan was 
married to Irene Mary Dee and their 
home life was ideal, with love, hap- 
piness and contentment reigning su- 
preme. Three sons came to bless the 
home, who with their mother mourn 
the loss of a loving father and hus- 
band. 


Brother Dolan rendered many years 
of faithful service to the Royal Arca- 
num. He joined our fraternity on 
December 5, 1906, as a charter mem- 
ber of Aar Council No. 1488 and was 
the first Chaplain of the Council. In 
the next year he joined Illinois Coun- 
cil by affiliation. He was Orator of 
this Council in 1909, Regent in 1910, 
Representative to the: Grand’ Council 

-in 1911 and 1913 and Chairman ofthe 


Promotion Committee of the Grand 


Council in 1915 and again in 1918. 
Brother Dolan was a most eloquent 
gpeaker and a true-hearted fraternalist, 
and’ he brought to his work as an 
Arcanian that same liberal measure of 
ability, energy and enthusiasm which 
characterized his efforts in every line 
of human endeavor, 

One of Chicago’s leading newspa- 
pers, in commenting upon his death, 
said: “Chicago has lost one of the 
rarest of jewels—a really conscien- 
tious public official, whose every 
thought and action was of public serv- 
ice—and Chicago’s boys and girls 
have lost a real friend in-the death of 
Judge Harry P. Dolan.” 

He was a firm believer in and an 
ardent supporter of that great humani- 
tarian movement of which the Royal 
Arcanum is so important a part, and 
he gave unstintingly of his time, 
thought and effort in furthering the 
growth and progress of our fraternity. 
He believed in his fellowman; recog- 
nized that his brother had certain 
claims upon him; realized fraternalists 
made better fathers and husbands, 
better business and professional men, 
better public servants and better. citi- 
zens; that in furthering the cause of 
fraternalism he was helping to 
strengthen and perpetuate his own 
government; and he believed that the 
“brotherhood of man and the father- 
hood of God” were more than a glit- 
tering generality. 

Brother Harry -P. Dolan has gone 
from our midst, yet he will live in our 
memories and in our fraternal work. 
The Royal Arcanum is and will be a 
better and stronger fraternity be- 


_ cause of his official connection there- 


with; and the world is better because 
he lived. He has won for himself a 
permanent abiding place in the hearts 
and affections of thousands of friends 
because he always stood for what was 
best in citizenship and fraternal man- 
hood. Those who were privileged 
to meet and know him will remember 
him for his courteous manner, pleasing 
conversational ability and _ brilliant 
mind. But it is useless to multiply 
words. His life is his best eulogy and 
his memory will ever be honored be- 
cause he helped others and was “a 
friend to man.” 
In closing this humble tribute we 

can truthfully say of him— 

“Life’s race well run, 

Life’s work well done, 

Life’s laurels won.” 


RESOLVED, That this tribute to 
the memory of Judge Harry P. Dolan 
be spread upon the records of this 
Council as a recognition of our love 
and regard for our departed brother, 
and that a copy thereof be transmitted 
to his bereaved family.

from September: 1st to December 
3ist, is now assured. 

When Supreme Regent. Geisen- 
berger in August last issued a call 
for 2,965 initiations and reinstate- 
ments by the end of the year, many 
doubted that this number would ac- 
tually be secured but those familiar 
with eonditions throughout the 
Order felt confident that the Su- 
preme Regent’s request would be 
complied with. 

Immediately after the call was re- 
ceived by the Councils, activity be- 
came apparent, with the result that 
in September, 516 were added to the 
rolls, October produced 588, and No- 
vember boosted the figures by add- 
ing 890 thus making a total of 1,994 
for the three months and leaving 
971 to be secured during December. 

There is no doubt that the Regent 
of every active Council will make an 
effort to close his term of office with 
as many initiations as_ possible, 
with the result that December this 
year will exceed results attained last 
year. _We have no doubt whatever 
that fully 1,000 initiations and rein- 
statements will be had. In this event, 
Supreme Regent Geisenberger’s fig- 
ure 2,965 will be exceeded. 

In order to give the members an 
opportunity of ascertaining condi- 
tions existing in their States and 
afford the active and enthusiastic 
members an opportunity of putting 
their shoulders to the wheel, and 
giving December an additional boost, 
we summarize the accomplishments 
of each State, showing the number 
of initiations required to make the 
several quotas assigned. The follow- 
ing compilation was made shortly 
before the close of the Supreme Sec—- 


retary’s books for the month, and in

“Set a mark for us and we will 
aim for it,’ was the reply made re- 
cently by a Grand Regent in re- 
sponse to the question, “What shall 
we do to keep up this splendid en- 
thusiasm of our membership, and 
the resultant activity and success of 
our various membership campaigns 
during 1919?” 

The same question was put to 
other Grand Regents, and each in 
turn favored a Spring Campaign and 
the allotment of quotas to be at- 
tained by the several Grand Council 
Jurisdictions. 

With that in mind, Shpeaine Re- 
gent Geisenberger, Supreme. Vice 
Regent Hoadley, Supreme .Orator 
Kropf and Field Manager Becker 
planned a Campaign to run from 
January ist to April 30th, setting 
as a quota the initiation and rein- 
statement of 3,347. The plan differs 
somewhat from preceding cam- 
paigns in that the entire Supreme 
Council Jurisdiction has been di- 
vided into seven Groups, with a 
Chairman for each Group; these 
Chairmen to select Committees to 
devise ways and means to insure 
their Groups making the quotas as- 
signed to them. Each Grand Coun- 
cil Jurisdiction has been allotted a 
auota. But the main object is for 
the Group in its entirety, to secure 
the quota assigned to it. 

This Campaign should prove the 
most successful of all, as the first 
four months of the year are always 
the best. Most of the Grand Coun- 
cils hold their annual sessions in 
April and in consequence, Grand Re- 
gents strive to wind up their admin- 
istrations with as large a member- 
shin growth as possible. The newly 
installed Regents usually take hold 
of-the affairs of their Subordinate

HOW TO LIVE LONGER 
(Fraternal Monitor) 


Longevity becomes a vital question 
to a man approaching fifty; he is in- 
terested in making the best of his re- 
maining years, and he wants to live 
to a ripe old age. Life is sweet. He 
is more frightened by death than he 
was in reckless youth. For these rea- 
sons there was unusual interest in our 
editorial of last month on the claim 
of Dr. Voronoff that he brings youth 
by a surgical operation in which the 
interstitial gland is renewed. One 
reader writes that he consulted his 
doctor on the ‘subject and was in- 
formed that, the claims of Voronoff 
were without merit. In other words, 
the talk was “bunk.” 

From California comes the report 
that a surgeon in the State peniten- 
tiary has restored subnormal convicts 
to normality by a similar operation 
and that he believes that youth may 
be restored to aged persons in the 
same way. The claim is worth inves- 
tigating. 

The fraternal world is interested in 
anything that will lengthen the span 
of life of insured members and for 
that reason we call its attention to 
the fact that longevity is increasing 
every year. The result has not been 
attained by clever surgery, gor by 
following fads, nor by inducing a 
mental state. It is due to common 
sense in sanitation, cleanly personal 
habits and a more rational mode of 
living. A generation ago people 
slept in closed bedrooms; now they 
open the windows wide. In olden 
times bath tubs were few; today the 
nation is bathed regularly. And what 
with swamp drainage, scientific dis- 
posal of garbage and sewage, milk 
inspection, pure food laws and the 
great advances of medical science, 
this is a cleaner and healthier age. 
People are living longer. 


Mayo, elder of the famous 
thers of Rochester, Minn., 
ad ressing the clinical congress of 
the American College of Surgeons in 
New York last month, predicted that 
ten years will be added to the life of 
man through the achievement of 
medical science in the next twenty 
years. “Since the close of the Civil 
War fifteen years have been added to 
the average length of human life,” 
said Dr. Mayo. “With present knowl- 
edge and present conditions fifteen 
years more might be added to the life 
of man in this country within the next 
twenty years. It is certain that ten 
‘years will be added at the most pro- 
ductive age, from the standpoint of 
industry, and will greatly aid in main- 
taining our position as the most pro- 
ductive nation.” 


Another authority, Dr.. Royal S. 
‘Copeland, City Health Commissioner 
of New York City, foresees the time 
when the average length of life in the 
metropolis will be eighty years. “If 
we can make child life the sort of life 
it ought to be; if we can guard the 
food supply; if we can guard our bor- 
ders against foreign infection; if we 
can keep streets and public’. places 
and Koames-*cléan, there is no reason 
‘why we shouldenot look forward to 
the 


time when the average. New 
-Yotker sh all live cighty years,” said 
“Dr. Cope'and a fewdays ago. “Three 
centuries azo the average ‘duration of 


life was twenty- one years. The span 
of life in this city*today is far longer 
‘than fifty years. Out of one thou- 
sand an ids cn at the age of teh year# 


over fifty per cent will live to be 
sixty-five.” 

Take the city of Rochester, New 
York Di. George Goler, Health 
Commissiorier, reports that vital-sta- 


_fistics show the people of Rochester 
living longer than they did thirty-five 
years ago. These figures show that 
in. 1884, twenty-three per cent of all 
the deaths in the city were of children 
“Jess than one year old. In 1917 chil- 
dren less than one year old were but 


“bright. 


fifteen per cent of the deaths report- . 


ed. In 1884 but twelve per cent of 
the deaths were of persons more than 
seventy years old, and in 1917 this 
percentage had: increased to twenty- 
two per cent, or in other words, ten 
per cent more of the residents lived 
to be seventy or more years old in 
1917 than in 1884. 

Other authorities could be quoted 
to show that the. span of life is 
lengthening, especially in the United 
States. Our chief concern is the 
method that is bringing about the re- 
sult. Education of the public has 
been a great factor, for people today 
have learned to bé good animals— 
they exercise regularly, eat whole- 
some foods, abstain from intoxicating 
liquors, have almost exterminated li- 
censed immorality, and they support 
the public health movement. 

At this point a word of appreciation 
is due the Christian Scientists. At the 
time Mary Baker Eddy, founder of 
the cult, was a young woman, the 
chief topic of conversation in New 
England-was the ills of man. So we 
learn from the literature of that pe- 
riod. Mrs. Eddy became obsessed 
with the idea that disease was the 
great handicap of humanity, prob- 
ably from hearing the incessant chat- 
ter about disease—and it was really a 
great handicap. By instructing her 
followers to think of» health rather 
than disease, she built up the health 
morale of communities. This has un- 
doubtedly resulted in a favorable 
foundation for longer life. We have 
been unable to obtain vital statistics 
showing that Christian Science has 
increased longevity and do not know 
whether such statistics have been 
compiled, but the records, if there 
are any, would be interesting and en- 
lightening. 

The way to live longer is to culti- 
vate a normal scheme of living. The 
man who takes no exercise becomes 
a hot-house plant; he becomes flabby 
and weak. Yet the out-of-doors man 
who fails to cultivate cleanliness and 
sanitation is no better off. The. per- 
sons who combine the, vigor acquired 
out of doors with the habits of culti- 
vated life are the people who are liv- 
ing longer: 

The records of life-insuring organi- 
zations show that old mortality tables 
predicated more deaths than are actu- 
ally experienced today. The future is- 
May we expect the next two 
decades to so lengthen life that life 
insurance protection will become 
much cheaper than it is today?

Initiations And Reinstatements From 
January 1st te April 30th 


“Set a mark for us and we will 
aim for it,” was the reply made re- 
cently by a.Grand Regent in re- 
«Sponse to the question, “What shall 

“we do to keep up this splendid en- 
thusiasm of Our membership, and 
the resultant activity and success of 
our various membership campaigns 
during 1919?” 

The same question was put to 
other Grand Regents, and each in 
turn favored a Spring Campaign and 
the allotment of quotas to be at- 
tained by the several Grand Coupes 
Jurisdictions. 

With that in mind, Supreme Re- 
gent Geisenberger, Supreme Vice 
Xegent Hoadley, Supreme Orator 
Kropf and Field Manager Becker 
planned a Campaign to run from 
January 1st to April 30th, setting 
as a quota the initiation and rein- 
statement of 3,347. The plan differs 
somewhat from preceding cam- 
paigns in that the entire Supreme 
Council Jurisdiction ‘thas been di- 
vided into seven Groups, with a 
Chairman for each Group; these 
Chairmen to select Committees to 
devise ways and means to insure 
their Groups making the quotas as- 
signed to them.

But the main object is for 
the Group in its entirety, to secure 
the quota assigned to it. 

This-Campaign should prove the 
most successful of all, as the first 
four months of the year are always 
the best. Most of the Grand Coun- 
cils hold their annual sessions in 
April and in consequence, Grand Re- 
gents strive to wind up their admin- 
istrations with as large a member- 
ship growth as possible. The newly 
installed Regents usually take hold

Tresselt, of Garfield Park, 182—181—192, and Bewert, of 
Maplewood, 190—195—155. Scores like these not only help to win games 
but boost the -individual average. Shippley hit the wood for 190—175—191, 
Pfister 175—180—189, and in a recent series Norris awoke and toppled the 
pins for 169—211—200, but seems to have lost the groove. 

The-season will end April 12th and then a tournament of singles, doubles 
and possibly teams will be held, so it will be well to suggest here that the 
members bear this in mind and make the necessary arrangements, as it is the 
best event of the season.

GET A NEW MEMBER 


THE GRAND COUNCIL SESSIONS 


HEY will be here before we 
know it. It is going to cost two 
days’ time for each delegate, and a 
good many dollars for the Grand 
Jurisdictions. It is up-to you to 
make it worth even more than its 
cost. -How are you going to do it? 
For a starter, it is well to re- 
member that the RoyaAL ARCANUM is 
a Brotherhood. Many people, and 
unfortunately even some so-called 


“fraternalists,’ don’t understand 
what that means. They think that 
brotherhood is chiefly a text for 


pretty speeches, and that you prac- 
tice it by talking about it, which is 
about as bad a. mistake as any one 
even made about anything. If you 
run your Grand Council Session, on 
that theory,-it will probably turn 
out not. to have been worth running. 

Brotherhood means being broth- 
erly. Acting neighborly, getting 
acquainted, being sociable, practic- 
ing hospitality are all steps in that 
direction, but brotherhood includes 
all of them, and a literal wealth of 
warm hearted, generous friendli- 
ness and good fellowship all of its 
own. If you get that, you will have 
a pleasant and profitable session, 
whether the speeches are good or 
bad. 
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Of course, it is a good deal better 
to have good speeches than it is to 
have bad ones. By the same token, 
it is wisdom to slightly load the ora- 
torical dice before shaking them. If 
you are going to: call upon some- 
body for a speech, don’t do it unless 
it is reasonably sure that he will’ 
make a good one, and tip him off 
enough’ in advance so that he may 
get together some real ideas for the 
edification of the meeting. A real 
idea will usually fill about five 
minutes, but hot air has no limit 
short of physical exhaustion. And 
unfortunately, the hot air artist is 
usually the last man in the room to 
feel the exhaustion. : 

For a single, practical working 
hint, acquaintance usually begins by 
Jearning names. Most men do not 
learn names readily. A little sys- 
tematic labelling helps a lot. It is 
a very simple, easy and inexpensive 
matter to arrange a session badge 


which will inelude the wearer's 
name, residence and Council. It is 
equally easy to provide a com- 


mittee to see that the right badge 
gets on fo the right man, and that 
he wears it. An arrangement of 
this kind serves as an automatic in- 
troduction to every one in the room, 
and if the lettering is done in a 
plain, readable fashion, saves em- 
barrassment and greatly helps the 
first steps toward becoming ac- 
quainted. 

A good social committee may be 
a big help to the good fellowship of 
the session. Half a dozen good 
mixers who make it their job to see 
that no one gets sidetracked, and 
that even the diffident new comers 
are made to feel at ease, can help 
mightily to bring about the atmos- 
phere of cordiality and comfort. 

There is little spontaneous com- 
bustion in the world. Once in a 
great while it may happen, but us- 
ually it takes some preparation, real 
sense and care to kindle a fire. But 
when, it is once started, a live fire 
will spread itself. 

Enthusiasm is like any other 
flame. Once in a while if may 
start itself, but mostly, yow will not 
get it unless you yourself carefully 
build the fire. The Grand Council 
Session is the best chance of the 
year to kindle a new blaze of in- 
terest, understanding and _ zeal, 
which may brighten many a home 
for years to come. 

Brother Grand Officers, this is 
your big chance. Use it for what it 
is really worth!

THE FUTURE OF THE R ROYAL “ARCANUM. 


‘N order to consider the future of 

the Roya ARCANUM, an analysis 
of the work accomplished since the 
re-rating in December, 1916, and the 
subsequent unlawful Receivership 
Proceedings, will, no doubt, prove 
interesting to our active and think- 
ing members. 

The picture presented immediately 
following the “upheavals’ above 
referred to, was not inviting, In 
1917 the Order 
of whom 4.514 were rein- 
stated during that yeaar. In 1918, 
suspensions numbered 414,790, with 
{,0@9 reinstatements. In 1919, the 
suspensions were 6,698 with 874 re- 
instatements. It will be seen that 
during the latter year suspensions 
became mearer normal, averaging 


about four to a Council—a marked’ 


improvement over the two previous 
years. 

In the matter of initiations during 
the past three years we have every 
reason to feel elated. 
there were 1,080 initiations; in 1918 
there were 2,029 and in 1919 there 
were 6,729. In other words, ‘the 
year 1918 produced about double the 
number of initiations of 1917, and 


1919 produced almost six times the 


number of initiations had in 1917, 
and more than three times the num- 
ber of initiations of 1918. Surely 
this is an uncontradictable demon-— 
stration that, with well directed ac- 
tivity, progress can be and is made. 

The ratio of reinstatements to sus- 
pensions also shows a gratifying im_ 
provement. During 1917 the ratio 
was but .076 percent. In 1918 the 
ratio increased to .09 percent, and 
in 1919 the ratio showed a further 
improvement, it being 13 percent. 

The losses by death show a marked 
decrease and would indicate that the 
Order is now removed from the ad- 
verse selections due to the re-rating 
of 1916, 1917 showed lossesy by 
death 3,425; 1918 3,337 and 1919 but 
2,913. 

After the change in December, 
1946, it was predicted by some, that 
many years would elapse before the 
Order would again face a net gain 
year, but that these predictions are 


} erroneous must be evident to anyone — 


who will take the troble to make 
comparisions. 

During 1916, the net loss was nat- 
urally greatest, it being 65,680. 
During 1917 (the Receivership year) 
it was 31,667. During 1918 it was 
9.817 and during 1919 but 2,008. 
Included in this latter number are 
many who succumbed to the Influ- 
enza epidemic, which epidemic also 
curtailed activities during the fore- 
part of the year, as meeting rooms 
were closed and many Councils pre- 
vented from holding meetings for 
several months, 

During the last six months of 1919 
when conditions again beeame nor- 
mal the net loss amounted to but 138. 

These tabulations indicate a most 
satisfactory trend in the right di- 
rection showing as they do, in a 
three year period there has been a 
gradual increase in initiations, a 
corresponding decrease in suspen- 
sions as well as in deaths, and that

From the foregoing table it will be observed that the lead of five, six and 
seven games which the Champlain team held over North Chicago, North Shore 
and Progressive teams had cut down to two games in the case of the North 
councils and Progressive is six games in the rear, being closely pushed by 
Garfield Park for fourth place. 


With only three weeks more of the season, the struggle for the honor of 
leading the League this year and also representing it in the State Tournament 
at Bensinger’s Randolph Alleys in May lies between the first three mentioned 
teams and during these last weeks we find that Champlain will meet strong 
competition in Garfield Park, North Shore No. 1 and Progressive No. 1. 

North Shore No. 1 opposes Progressive No. 2, Champlain and North 
Chicago while the latter team will have Champlain Boosters, Progressive No. 1 
and North Shore to beat. : 


It will therefore be found that the three leaders have a pretty “hard row 
to hoe as they must face each other on the firing line as well as four other 


teams that will cause them many an anxious moment, 


Should any one of them fail to win two-thirds of these contests their 
chance is gone and they-will be counted as an “also ran.” 


Of the other. teams in the League we find Garfield Park has moved into 
fifth place crowding Northwestern below Medora into seventh place, Forward 
has advanced from tenth to eighth and will probably finish a hit higher up. 
Progressive No. 2 has moved from thirteenth to ninth position displacing North 
Shore No. 2 who are now tenth. Vincennes, E. A. Storrs, M. Reese and 
Champlain Boosters seem stuck in the last four positions and are waging a 
hot fight for the cellar championship with the possibility that the last named 
will secure the “coveted and much prized” gonfalon. ’Twould be a peculiar 
turn of fortune if they finish last and the other team from Christ Link’s 
council is first in the League, yet stranger things have happened, as for 
instance, the two boxes of cigars the bowlers. were to.receive from a certain 
Past Regent in lieu of a supper promised over a year ago. 

Hruby still leads the individuals with a very small margin of 19 pins over 
F. Jacobek and these men can be expected to make a hard fight for leadership 
and-if Hruby wins it will be the first year that Jacobek has failed to annex 
the first prize. Boeger in third place has a lead of only 4 pins over Lerch and 
both have passed Taticek and Kosek:by one point in the averages.

- Brother ALBerT GLEAves of Amer- 
ica Council, No, 1304, of Arlington, 
New Jersey, has been a member of 
the Roya ArcANuM since 1897.

Rear Admiral ALBERT GREAVES 
is also a Rear Admiral in the United 
States Navy, at present commanding 
the Asiatic Fleet. 

According to his friends, he is a 
‘born sailor,” which would make his 
naval experiences run from January 
1, 1858, for he was born on that date, 
and although that event took place 
in Nashville, Tennessee, which is a 
somewhat inland city, presumably 
a “born sailor” belongs to the Navy 
right from the beginning. 

In due course he graduated from 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis. His

anything about this his history ex- 
cept what the public records show. 
That, however, is no handicap, for 
beginning with his appointment as a 
junior grade Lieutenant in 1887, the 
story is fairly complete. 

He served for a time on the South 
Atlantic Station, then on the cruiser 
Plymouth and the battleship Texas 
in the United States North Atlantic 
Fleet; in the Nipsic on the European 
Station and a little later in the 
Trenton and Monocacy on the Asi- 
atic Station, so that he had been 
pretty well over the world before 
the outbreak of the Spanish Ameri- 
can War. 

In that struggle Brother Gleaves 
vommanded the torpedo boat Cush- 
ing, which did good service between 
Key West and Cuba, and although 
small in size, achieved’ real results 
during the few active months of that 
war, 

1900 found Brother Gleaves serv- 
ing as navigating officer on the bat- 
tleship Indiana; a little later com- 
manding the Dolphin, again a com- 
paratively small boat, and doing or- 
dinary routine work in connection 
with the naval surveys. But in this 
apparently routine work, Brother 
Gleaves broke all records by dis- 
covering and measuring a depth in 
the North Atlantic Ocean greater 
than any previously known. Here 
again history fails the scribe, be- 
cause the public record does not 
give the exact figures, but if was 
apparently pretty close to the other 
record made near the island of 
Guam of 31,614 feet. 

Perhaps this doesn’t sound like a 
very great achievement, but ask 
yourself how you would go to work 


~to measure a hole six miles deep 


and full of water. By the time you 
had dropped in a couple of miles of 
string, you could not tell. whether 
you had hif the bottom or not be- 
couse of the weight of the cord. To 
carry out the experiment success- 
fully is no small undertaking, and 
well warranted the praise which it 
received. 

From the Dolphin Brother Gleaves 
went to the presidential yacht May- 
flower as ifs commander, where he 


stayed until in 1904 he was assigned 
to the task of establishing the first 
government torpedo factory in con- 
nection with the naval station at 
Newport, Rhode Island. This service 
was rendered with distinguished 
success. 1908 found him as com- 
mander of the St. Louis in the 
Pacifie Fleet. In 1909 he became Aid 
to the Secretary of the Navy and a 
member of the General Board, where 
he remained until assigned to the 
command of the naval station at 
Narragansett Bay and a little later 
a similar command of the navy yard 
and naval station at New York. 
When the great war broke out in 
1914, Captain Gleaves became com- 
mander of the United States de- 
stroyer force of the Aflantic Fleet. 
The year following he was made a 
Rear Admiral, and when the United 
States entered the war, was assigned 
to perhaps the most important task 
of all—the charge of the convoy op- 
erations in the Atlantic Ocean. He 
had personal direction of. the con- 
voying of the first American Expe- 


ditionary Forces to France in June,, 


4917, and as the commander of the 
cruiser fleet in the Atlantic had 
general charge of the entire tr ans- 
port service. : 

The fact that sa little was known 
about this work is the highest proof 
of the skill and efficiency with which 
it was done, The ocean was fairly 
covered with our transports. The 
German submarines did their ut- 
most and yet there was not a single 
disaster of noticeable size. No one 
performed a greater service in a 
more masterly way. The cross and 
diploma of the Legion of Honor 
which the French government be- 
stowed on our good brother and 
which a special act of Congress is 
réquired to enable him to accept, 
was most thoroughly earned, 

Besides these professional serv- 
ices of the highest type, Brother 
Gleaves is an author of no incon- 
siderable attainments. His 
Captain James Lawrence, maker of 
the phrase “Don’t give up the ship,” 
is the standard book on that subject. 
He is married and as his letter to 
the BULLETIN shows, is a most kindly 
and appreciative gentleman. 

After all is said and done, on dry 
land, the good fraternalist is the 
best citizen that the world has, and 
when you put him on water, he is a 
sailor of the same sort,—in all ways 
equal to the best in the world.

BIG BEN AND THE DUCKS 


N one of the steeples in Lon- 

don, possibly Westminster Abby, 
hangs one of the largest bells in the 
world. It is rung only once in a very 
great. while, usually to make some 
event of signal importance, and it is 
almost literally true that when Big 
Ben speaks, all London listens. 

A few. years ago a party of Ameri- 
can tourists staying at a—suburban 
hotel learned that Big Ben was to 
ring that night. They waited till al- 
most. midnight, when the deep sono- 
rous tones just beginning to throb 
through the night across all the 
miles were suddenly 
drowned out by the angry protest of 
a pair of awakened ducks: The list- 
eners listened in vain. The higgest 
bell in all England a few miles 
away, was al a hopeless disadyan- 
tage with a pair of ducks right on 
the spot.

TWO CHAMPIONS 


UEEN’S COUNCIL of Corona, 

N. Y., and Coronal Council of 
Keyport, N. J..—if there ever was a 
prettier, cleaner, more interesting or 
more sportsmanlike contest than the 
one just finished between these two 
magnificent Councils, the BuLLETiN 
would be surprised to hear of it. 

On January 1, 1919, Queen’s Coun- 
cil had ninety-one members. The 
Council announced that by April 30, 
1920, they were going to make a 
gain of 100%, and challenged any 
other Council of similar size to equal 
their program. 

Coronal Council, in the village of 
Keyport, with a membership of 109, 
promptly accepted the challenge and 
the -fun began. The BuLLEeTIN has 
taken unusual satisfaction in chalk- 
ing up the scores as each contestant 


reported a brilliant succession of 
gains. 
Brother J. W. Caveney led the 


forces of Queen’s Council. He worked - 
days, wrote nights and made plans 
on Sundays. It is rumored that even 
Mrs. Caveney helped a bit here and 
there, and every member of the 
Council helped too. The result was 
that April 30, 1920, found Queen’s 
Council with a membership of 193,— 
A NET GAIN OF 112%. 

Brother A. A. PHito.led the New 
Jersey regiment, He had a_ larger 
number of members in his Council, 
so that the same number of acces- 
sions would show a smaller per- 
centage of gain. Horeover, Keyport 
is a village community, and the 
source from which new members 
could be drawn was thus much 
limited. 

But. with all these handicaps, and 
one or two others, Brother Philo 
made one of the very best records in 
the whole history of the Order. 
Every issue of the Keyport papers 
told of the active doings of Coronal 
Council, and although Caveney 
proved a wizard for new devices to 
stimulate interest and get results, 
he did not succeed in finding any in- 
novations which Philo didn’t try 
also, together with a number of 
other devices of his very own. 

But altho Philo got his full100%, 
he didn’t get quite all of it within 
the time limit, and altho he might 
possibly have stretched that limit a 
little if he had tried to do so, he 
doesn’t play his game that way. 
Writing to the Supreme Secretary 
that his last applications were a 
little late he adds :— 


“I hope that Corona made good 
and beat us for they surely are 
‘game sports,’ and we feel proud 
to lose to such a good and game 
Council. They threatened to knock 
‘’ out of ‘Coronal,’ and make it 
‘Corona,’ but however much we 
admire their town, we'll keep our 
own ‘I’ and perhaps give them a

-ONE CURE FOR H.. C. L: 


HAT is a profiteer? You will 

have to make up your own 
definition, because this well known 
beast is more modern than the dic- 
tionary. Noah Webster never heard 
of him, and the other lexicographers 
pass him by in silence, 

But the dictionary is almost the 
only ‘place where you will not find 
him. Whatever you wear or eat, 
whether you travel or stay at home 
and pay taxes or rent, or if you take 
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the wings of the morning and dwell 
in the uttermost part of the earth, 
even there the exactions of this pest 
will fall upon you, and upon all you 
have. 

The profiteer is the germ of this 
H. C. of L. that we unfortunately are 
learning so much about. The wages 
of labor are an exceedingly small 
and grossly exaggerated part of the 
increased cost of modern living. A 


| recent report of the Federal Trade 


Commission shows that the entire 
cost of all the wages and all the ma- 
teriak entering into a given pair of 
shoes which commonly retails for 
$15. is considerably less than $4. 
The rest of it is “profit,” and some- 
where along the line, there are some 
profiteers. 

Shoes are no. worse than. other 
things. The wages of coal miners 
have been raised less than $2 a ton 
in the past five years, but our an- 
thracite coal has gone from less than 
$6 to. over $14 a ton in the same 
time. 

Possibly the fault. is not altogether 
with the dealers: part of it may be 
in the system, Certain economists 
are beginning somewhat faintly to 
suggest that the enterprises upon 
which life depends should not be 
matters of profit but should be 
handled with an eye single to the 
common good. 

That is just what the fraternalist 
is doing with the business of life in- 
surance. And unless all signs fail, we 
are likely to live to see that same 
principle extended to a great many 
other fields of human effort. In lit- 
eral truth, the fraternalist may 
prove to have been the discoverer of 
the best cure for the financial 
troubles of the world. 


WHEN QUICKNESS COUNTS 


Ts you were shipwrecked, tossing 
about on the ocean in a small open 
boat, how long would you like to 
wait, for the arrival of the rescuing 
ship which you had been informed 
was scheduled to pick you up? If 
you knew it was sure to come, would 
it make any difference in your peace 
of mind whether it came early or 
late? 

You say that the question is too 
silly to deserve a, serious answer. Of 
course it would make a difference,— 
all the difference in the world! With 
the big ship gone, with nothing sub- 
stantial anywhere in sight in the 
desolate waste which has just swal- 
lowed up all that you relied upon to 
make your voyage safe and pleas- 
ant—why, every moment of delay 
stretches itself almost to the length 
of a lifetime. Anyone with any hu- 
man kindness in him will spare no 
effort to shorten the duration of 
such pitiful suffering. 

But the shipwrecked traveler is 
no worse off than the family whose 
breadwinner has just been taken 
from them. The world is an awfully 
dismal and forlorn place to the 
widow who is suddenly left alone. 
Even if she knows that assistance is 
coming, her heart is bound to be full 
of worry till it actually comes. 

That. is why every Subordinate 
Council ought to RUSH the payment, 
of its death claims. The Supreme 
Council. welcomes the chance to get 


the money to the beneficiary at tlic 
earliest possible moment, but il 
cannot do anything until the proofs 
are received. That is the part of the 
work where quickness counts.

His mother died, the elder Major 
Glass returned from the Confederate 
Army. without means, and his son 
giving up school at a comparatively 
early age, began to support himself. 

Major Glass had owned a news- 
paper, so his son turned naturally 
to the printing trade.’ Going down 
the Roanoke River a few miles to 
Petersburg, he became an apprentice 
in, a newspaper office, served as 
“devil” for two years, then com- 
positor, and later a pressman. A

On - September 20, 1889, he 
joined the RoyaL ARGANUM. Shortly 
after that his fellow citizens insisted 
ou his joining the Virginia Legisla- 
ture; In 1903, when one of the 
Congressmen of the State died, 
Brother Glass was drafted to fill the 
vacant place, and for fifteen years 
down to December 16, 1918, Served 
as a member of Congress, being as- 
signed almost at the start to the 
comparatively unimportant 
mittee on Banks and Banking. ~ 

A SILENT CONGRESSMAN 

Being in Congress, how should a 
Representative go to work to make 
a record for himself? The answer 
is'simple: he ought to make a lot of 
speeches. But for ten years Brother 
Glass did not once open his mouth 
in the House of Representatives. On 
the contrary he stuck to his com- 
mittee, studied the science of bank- 
ing and in silence made himself one 


of the real authorities on that 
problem. 

In 1912,° when the Democrats 
came into power,, Brother Glass 


made a pilgrimage to see the Presi- 
dent-clect and carefully explained 
to him the great opportunity for re- 
form which he felt was presented in 
the seandalously antiquated cur- 
rency system of the United States. 
He took with him certain sugges- 
tions for the reform of the currency, 
which he. left with the President, 
and which later, in the characteristic 
handwriting in which they were 
submitted, formed the basis of what 
became a revolution in the finan- 
cial system of the United States. 


MAKING. FINANCIAL REVOLUTION . 


On September 10, 1913, Brother 
Glass made his first speech in Con- 
solid fifteen columns of 
newspaper print, but if came to the 
country. with all the emphasis of 
ten years’ careful thought - and 
preparation behind it, so that al- 
{hough -his Federal Reserve plan 
presented in it was attacked with 
the utmost fiereeness on all sides, 
it none ‘the less became law. with 
almost no alteration. To secure this 
result. Brother Glass is said to have 
fairly taken the hide off certain 
members of his own crowd in the 
party caucus, and it is a matter of 
record that the Senate in the first 
instance sent the bill back with so 
many amendments that no one would 
recognize it, but when all these 
amendments were rejected by the 
Representatives, the upper house of 
CGoneress gave way and the Federal 
Reserve Act became law substan- 
tially as Brother Carter Glass had 
originally written: it.

SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY 

But that is only part of the story. 
In December, 1918, the President 
drafted him from Congress, and as 
Secretary of the Treasury, Brother 
Glass found himself due to produce 
five billion dollars to enable the 
country to meet its acerued war li- 
abilities, The Armistice had been 
signed and the patriotic fervor 
which had made previous loans a 
success was said to have ebbed out. 
The new Secretary of the Treasury 
was invited to announce his pro- 
gram to a dinner of bankers held in 


New York City. The previous 
speakers made it clear that these 


bankers desired to have the loan 
floated on what they called an “in- 
basis.” They ~ said that 
sovern- 
ment could not rely upon patriotism 
to any extent in securing money and 
must offer a rate of interest which 
would make the proposition “finan- 
cially. attractive.” ; 

The new Secretary proceeded to 
make a speech to those bankers 
which was heard from one end of 
the United States to the other. It 
was areal fraternal address. He de- 
nounced the idea thal the Govern- 
ment finances should be handled “in 
a spirit of business alone,” declared 
that patriotism was as much a 
peace-time as. a war-time virtue and 
that the new loan. should be put 
forth in the same spirit which had 
characterized the preceding efforts, 


with the addition only “of a spirit 


of thanksgiving to God for a.greal 


victory.” The result was a subserip- 


tion of more than $5,249,000,000,— 
by long odds the largest of all the 
Liberty Loans with the exception 
of the Fourth, 

On February 2nd of the present 
year Brother Glass left the Treas- 
ury to become a Senator from Vir- 
ginia.

e  Leisiaton enacted at this session was of the most important 
character. It marks a distinct step forward in the history 
of our Order. A wise spirit of economy prevailed. The ses- 
F ~ sion ‘completed its work in six days instead of the usual 
oa eight,—a saving of several thousand dollars. Biennial ses- 
sions from and after 1921 were adpoted,—a saving of nearly 
.: _ ten thousand dollars a year. The office of the Medical Ex- 
e aminer-in-Chief was removed to the home office in Boston,— 
_ a saving of a considerable amount in that department. Va- 
rious other matters were passed upon, all of which will be 
found in this and the succeeding issues of the BULLETIN. 


Emost vital and important matter acted upon by the Supreme 
Council was the establishing of a special fund for the Ex- 
tension of the Order. While our rates are fully adequate, 
never before have we had a permanent fund to extend and 
build up the Order. This has now been provided. It will per- 
mit the employment of Deputies, the continuation of prize 
offers, Council Contests and other means of rebuilding our 
- membership. To arrange for such a fund in a manner most 
acceptable to a majority of our members took careful 
thought. A committee of nine was appointed from the Rep- 
_resentatives on the floor. These members represented the 
Grand Jurisdictions of N ew York, Pennsylvania, New 
B. Jersey, Massachusetts, Illinois, Missouri, Ohio, Quebec and 
i a Washington. They reported to the Supreme Council as fol-

_ stimulated. The fund for suc h purposes, which was 


raised by the special levy of one dollar per member 
two years ago is practically exhausted, and on the 
present per capita of $1.20 there will be no money 
henceforth for Field Work or Extension purposes. 
An examination of the financial reports shows that 
on May 15, 1920, there was a balance of $58,119.87 
on hand which fund after the payment of the ex- 
penses of the Supreme Council meeting and of the 
prizes for the last campaign will have but a balance 
of about $15,000. A further examination of the finan- 
cial reports conclusively démonstrates that our in- 
come through the per capita-is but slightly in ex- 
cess of our administration expenses. | 


“What are we going to do about it? Is the mag- 
nificent. work, already referred to, and upon which 


-we have exchanged congratulations, to stop? Is the 


further construction of the building which we have 
been pleased to picture, to cease? Is the foundation 
so well built to be permitted to fall into decay and 
ultimately to disintegrate and are the undeveloped 
fields still to remain uncultivated?-This Committee 
answers NO to each of the foregoing questions, and 
our intimate knowledge of the members of this Order 
makes us strong in the belief that that is the answer 
of the men whom we represent in this Body.

“We either go forward or backward and a cessa- 
tion of the Field and Extension work at this time 
will be a retrogression, and the ceaseless and prodig- 
ious efforts made since 1916 which have so well set 
the wheels in motion will be irretrievably lost and 
count for naught. 


“Let us meet this situation as big rhen who are 

accustomed to handling matters of great moment, 
and as our constituency would unquestionably 
handle it, having before it the indisputable facts 
which stand out before us. This is our golden op- 
portunity, and if we fail to grasp it in a big way and 
act accordingly, our membership when it knows the 
facts, may well point with scorn at the members of 
this Supreme Council who although their duty was 
apparent failed to act with that decision, courage 
and judgment which the occasion demands. 
“We believe that the giving of prizes to those who 
do the work should be continued, and that Grand 
Council Jurisdictions that desire the assistance of 
the Field Department and that show evidence of a 
willingness to cooperate should be offered every 
facility that the Field Department can give such 
jurisdictions. There should be ample funds whereby 
the Field Manager may employ a sufficient number 
of high class Deputies to do the required work, and 
to carry out other constructive plans on a large scale 
which could not be thought of by reason of the lack 
of money. 


“Your Committee differed but slightly in the 
details. On the yital questions here involved they are 
unanimous, and to them their duty and that of this 
Supreme Council is clear, and they recommen: c2at 
suitable amendments to the laws of the Supreme 
Council be enacted so as to provide for the creatica 
and maintenance of a special fund to be used ard 
disbursed for Field Work and Extension of the - 
Order, and that the sum of one dollar per year be 
collected from each member, the same to be due and 
payable during the month of September, such moneys 
to be used exclusively for the specific purposes out- 
lined above.” 


This is the wisest, most conservative and progressive legislation 
ever enacted by any Supreme Council. It is intensely prac- 
tical. We must not dream dreams or imagine we can get 
something for nothing. We must think straight and act 
accordingly. Reduced to its lowest equation, what does 
this legislation mean to you? The price of a two-cent post- 
age stamp per week. To do what? To pay salaries or bene- 
fit any officer of the Order? NO! To increase the cost of 
running the organization? NO! That has been materially 
reduced by the practice of the strictest economy. For what 
purpose is this dollar to be used? It is to be used to benefit 
you as a member of the Order. To increase the membership. 
To make up the losses made by change of rates, by the in- 
iquitous receivership proceeding, the World War, the in- 
fluenza epidemic. Not a dollar can be used except for the 
Extension of the Order. 


Last year we made 
a net gain, largely by offering prizes, etc. It takes money 
to do this. No further fund was available, so the best brains

RESOLVED: That the present 
paragraph of Section 396 be num- 
bered (2). 


A new paragraph was enacted and 
added to sub-division (3) of Section

“Any member entitled to receive 
an old age benefit as above provided, 
may reduce the amount of his pro- 
tection to a first amount certificate, 
or to a half_of first amount certi- 
ficate, and receive as an old age 
benefit a sum of money equal to the 
reserve required to be maintained 
upon the amount of protection sur- 
rendered.” 


Section 430 (8) was amended to 
include OPTION CG members among 
those entitled to receive the Old Age 
Benefit under the conditions speci- 
fied therein.

The annual reports presented by the officers of the 
Order, covering the work of their respective departments 
for the past year are among the most important and yal- 
uable features of the session, The Supreme Secretary 
seeks to give the entire membership the benefit of these

THE SUPREME REGENT 


“Grateful to Almighty God for the 
blessings he has showered upon us 
as nations, as individuals and as a 
fraternity, we meet today in Forty- 
third Annual Session in this ancient, 
beautiful and historic City of Mon- 
treal with its memories of Cartier 
and Champlain. It is fitting that we 
meet at this time with our Canadian 
brothers. The great World War 
taught all of us a finer meaning of 
fraternity and brotherhood.” 


THE TURN OF THE TIDE 


The Supreme Regent ealls atten- 
tion to the fact that at the time 
when he became the head of the 
Order, it had for six successive 
years, suffered an annual net loss. “It 
seemed that the most vital thing to 
be done was to turn net losses in net 
gains, if that were possible, and 
once more start the Order on the 
upward turn. Toward that end every 
energy was bent. It may not seem 
as though much had been accom- 
plished, because results are the only 
thing that count. Any one who will 
carefully analyze present conditions 
as compared to those existing one 
year ago, must admit that progress 
has been made.” 

The Supreme Regent gives the 
figures in detail for each month of 
the past year, showing that while 
there was a serious loss in the first 
seven months of. 1919, “the last five 
months of the year from August ist 
to December 31st, inclusive, we 
made a net gain over deaths and 
suspensions of 431, tha first net 
gain period the Order has had in a 
similar time since 1912.” 


THREE MEMBERSHIP CAMPAIGNS 


“Three membership campaigns 
were inaugurated during the year. 
The first was the August Call for 
500 New Members. Every effort was 
made by official circulars and let- 
ters to convince Grand Council 
Officers, Supreme Representatives 
and officers of Subordinate Councils 
that men needed protection for their 
dependents as much in the summer 
as at any other season of the year, 
and that co-operation would get re- 
sults. Quotas were assigned to be 
reached by each Grand Council 
Jurisdiction. The pass word “Let’s 
Go” was harped upon and August 
went over the top with 534 initia- 
tions and reinstatements. 


“As soon as it was seen that the. 


August Call would be successful, the 
Fall Campaign for 2,965 was started, 
to begin September ist and end De- 


‘substantial amount. uninvested, 


1 


cember 31st. When it ended 3,334 
initiations and reinstatements had 
been secured. 

“In December the Spring Drive for 
3,347 New Members from January 
4st to April 30th was announced to 
the Grand Regents. Quotas were 
again assigned to each Grand Juris- 
diction. Results so far achieved leads 
to the belief that this campaign will 
also reach the figure set. for it. 

“These campaigns were successful 
because of the loyal cooperation of 
most of the Grand Regents, their 
Grand Council Officers, the officers 
of Subordinate Councils and a loyal 
membership. 
were discarded and regular sys- 
tematic plans employed. From week 
to week the Supreme Regent has 
seen the quickening of activity. 
Council after Council that had been 
dormant for a long time, has 
awakened and joined the ranks of 
the active ones. Enthusiasm is tak- 
ing the place of apathy, confidence 
is being restored, Council attendance 
is increasing—the doubting Thomas 
is being convinced, and the bright 
star of hope once more shines re- 
splendent in our fraternal sky.”

RHE SUPREME AUDITOR as the 
“watch dog of the Treasury” 
on business expenses speaks well 
of “the continued economy which 
cols the conduct of the business 
»f the Order.” 
> But he has a sad word to add 
about what the H. C. L, has done 
to our expenses, 
“Attention is called to the in- 
( ereased cost of doing business under 
ex isting economic conditions. Clerk 
hire has of necessity been increased 
in order to retain experienced em- 
ployees; cost of paper and ink and 
other items which enter into the 
eon of the BULLETIN have 
aterially increased; travel by Su- 
preme Council Officers and Repre- 
sentatives, and in fact everything 
we use, costs much more than 
fo merly. It is beyond the ability of 
yone to control these costs unless 
interfere with the proper ad- 
nistration, growth and perpetuity 
of the Order. True, we are benefited 
by an increased income from an in- 
sed membership, but to accom- 
this increased membership it 
sential that additional revenue 
provided for the purpose. I, 
efore, most earnestly recom- 
nd that the financial necessities of 
Supreme Council be the subject 
pecial investigation and consid- 
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eration by each member of the Su- 
preme Council at this session.” 

The sequel to this story is found 
in the action of the Supreme Coun- 
cil in adopting biennial sessions 
after 1921. 


THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 


HE Committee on Finance are 

charged with the duty of seeing 
that all is well with the cash and the 
accounts of the Order. They say very 
emphatically that it is. 

“The year 1919 continued to indi- 
cate the wisdom of our rate adjust- 
ment and a most satisfactory: mor- 
tality experience, After the payment 
of death benefits of $5,302,066.77 the 
Executive Committee were able to 
transfer One Million Dollars to the 
Emergency Fund and to invest this 
amount in LIBERTY LOAN BONDS 
and other securities of the highest 
grade at an exceptional interest re- 
turn. 

“We note with much satisfaction 

the improved condition of the Sub- 
ordinate Council accounts. The con- 
fusion caused by the avalanche of 
changes which overwhelmed the Su- 
preme Secretary’s office immediately 
after the revision of rates in De- 
cember, 1916, has been overcome, 
and the balance of each Council ac- 
curately .determined and detailed 
statements rendered. 
- “A year ago there were over eight 
hundred Councils with exceptionally 
large and long overdue balances. Of 
this number there remain about one 
hundred twenty-five Councils which 
have not made a satisfactory settle- 
ment, and as the Supreme Secretary 
has resorted to every available re- 
source without success, it is evident 
that some exceptional method must 
be employed to obain a settlement 
with these Councils. 

“T™ most of these cases the present 
Collectors inherited these balances 
from predecessors in office, and are 
not in any degree responsible for 
errors that occurred, so that the 
constant pressure for settlement 
oniy tends to discourage and dis- 
hearten both the officers and mem- 
bers of these Councils. 

“Tt igs of the utmost importance 
that some one competent. to audit 
and adjust all differences should 
visit these Councils, for if the 
present situation could be promptly 
relieved the Councils now dormant 
would be restored to activity and 
the general welfare of the Order 
greatly adv anced, 

“We desire to record our sincere 
appreciation of- the many courtesies 
extended to us by the Supreme Sec- 
retary and his assistants, and it is a 
pleasure to especially commend the 
Supreme Secretary for the efficiency 
indicated in all departments of his 
office. 

“The Supreme Treasurer and Su- 
preme Auditor continue to maintain 
their previous standards, and we 
note with -satisfaction that owing to 
the special efforts of the Supreme 
Treasurer’s office we have fewer de- 


layed or incompleted items than 
usual.”

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


HE Executive Committee are 
practically our Board of Direc- 
tors. Subject to the direction, of the 
Supreme Council they have general 
charge of all the business of the 
Order, 
EMERGENCY FUND 

“The management and control of 
"Ig 
of increasing importance. Each year 
finds it assuming much larger pro- 
portions. 

“Tf our rates are to continue ade- 
quate, then our Emergency Fund 
investments must earn and continue 
to earn at least four per cent an- 
nually, because that amount is 
needed to supplement the amount 
derived from assessments, in order 
to mature every Benefit Certificate 
and pay the same in full when and 
as required. 

“Most insurance organizations with 
adequate rates have made their pre- 
miums so high that they need only 
3 or 3% per cent interest earnings 
on their funds to complete their re- 
serves, 

“In order that our rates of assess- 
ment on the members should be as 
low as possible, we made in our rate 
adjustment the required interest re- 
turn as large as possible, and great 
care therefore becomes necessary in 
investing and re-investing our 
funds so that no time be lost in put- 
ting them on an earning basis, and 
no securities bought on which losses 
may occur and yet be of such inter- 
est earning power as to earn at least 
four per cent annually. 

“The Sub-Committee on Invest- 
ments during the year pas’ has had 
to invest under these conditions, one 
million dollars transferred from the 
W. & O. B. Fund, and in addition in 
ordez to get rid of bonds bought.long 
ago whose interest returns were 
much below four per cent. this com- 
mittee undertook and has been able 
to sell and reinvest the proceeds of 
a large additional number of bonds 
giving higher interest returns and 
so to bring up the interest earnings 
on the entire fund to above 43%4%. 
In fact taking into account the in- 


vestments, sales and reinvestments, - 


the financial transactions of the past 
year carried out by the Committee 
on Investments exceed Two Millions 
of Dollars. 

“The amount of diligent care and 
investigation needed to accomplish 


this work is not fully apparent in- 


the mere schedule of the transac- 
tions submitted.” 

The Committee calls attention to 
a change in the Laws of Massachu- 
setts, enacted pursuant to the re- 
quest of the Committee, permitting 
the Royan ARrcANUM to purchase 
bonds of the Dominion, or of the 
Provinces of Canada as part of this 
fund, and says that advantage will 


doubtless be taken of this oppor-pf- 


tunity. 


EXTENSION WORK 
The Committee feels that the re- 
sults alreajy achieved in the Ex- 
tensimn Work of the Order more 
than justify its continuance. 


“The net gain in membership of 


551 made by the RoyAL ARCANUM 


in the year ending April 30, 1919, as 


st 


compared with a net loss of 9,817 
during the preceding year, thus 
showing a net change in favor of our 
Order of 10,368, should and will con- 
vince our entire membership that 
the field and promotion work of the 
Order is being rapidly and success- 
fully developed, and the splendid 
results achieved in recent months, 
with a net gain of 2,654 since No- 
vemer 4, 1919, and a net gain of 
1,507 since January 1, 1920, show 
even more forcefully than the work 
of the entire year, what great 
strides forward the RovAL ARCANUM 
is taking month by month in turning 


its losses into gains. 


“We, therefore recommend that 
immediate action be taken by the 
Supreme Council to so amend the 
laws of the Order as to provide a 
permanent fund for the extension of 
the Order, and that such fund be 
used exclusively for this particular 
work.” 


OFFICE OPERATIONS 


“At a meeting of the Executive 
Committee after the close of the 
1919 session of the Supreme Council 
a Sub-Committee of Three was ap- 


pointed by the Executive Committee, 


consisting of Brothers Hoadley, Rob- 
inson and Van Sands as a Committee 
on Office Operations and Supervi- 
sion with duties to investigate the 


various offices of the Supreme Coun- 


cil and institute any necessary 
changes which appeared to be desir-= 
able. 

“The Sub-Committee so appointed 
engaged expert assistance and be- 
gan its work in connection with’ the 
Supreme Secretary’s office. «As a"rée= 
sult, in conjunction with the active 
cooperation of the Supreme Secre- 
tary, improved methods of opera- 
tion have been created in that office 
and increased efficiency effected, 

“For many years questions have 
arisen= in the Supreme Council 
which were incapable of being de- 
termined as to whether or not the 
Printing Department of the Su- 
preme Secretary's office was run on 
an efficient basis or whether the ex- 
penses of that department were en- 
tirely beyond the satisfaction and 
convenience of having our oon 
done in our own Office. 

“The installation of the Cost Sys- 
tem has apparently demonstrated a 
fact which is most satisfactory and 
gratifying, namely that our print- 
ing is being done on our own office 
as efficiently as it could be done in 
any outside printing’ office and with 
less expense than could be done 
were we to abrogate our Printing 
Department and hire our printing 


done elsewhere, 


“One of the results of the Effi- 
ciency Experts’s advice has been to 
combine some of the scattered de- 
partments into a single department 
and to eliminate the necessity of as 
many directing heads as heretofore, 
which has resulted in a saving of 
several thousand dollars annually to 
the Supreme Council. 

“Your Committee is able to report 
at this time that the Supreme Sec- 
retary’s office is run more efficiently 
and with less expense than hereto- 
fore, and that the loyalty and effi- 
ciency of the clerical force is af 
highwater mark.”

~ MEDICAL EXAMINER-IN-CHIEF 
R, BRUCE shows that the med- 
ical department of the Order 
has done some efficient service dur- 
ing the past year. 626 men who ap- 
plied for membership in the Order 
were “turned down” on account of 
the physical failings disclosed by 
careful medical examination. 
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- Notwithstanding this care, 45 per- 
sons died during the year who had 
been members less than three years. 
Almost half this number, 22, died 
from influenza and pneumonia, 9 
from war casualties, while accidents, 


suicide and appendicitis accounted | 


for others, so that apparently the 
number of defective risks which 
escaped detection was exceedingly 
small. 

Somewhat less than a hundred dif- 
ferent ailments were responsible 
for 2,875 dealths in the Order in 
4919. Nephritis heads this unpleas- 
ant list with 315 victims. Arterio 
Sclerosis comes next with 276. In- 
fluenza, claimed 234, Tuberculosis 
216, Cancer 214, Heart Disease 202, 
Pneumonia 194, Apoplexy 161, Ex- 
ternal Causes 82, and the War 70. 
Apparently you may die of almost 
any disease if you make up your 
mind to do so, but the report would 
seem to show that the really deadly 
diseases are very few in number. 

As to’the people who died in 1919, 
212 of them were merchants, 157 
were clerks, 150 were salesmen, 92 
accountants and bookkeepers, 56 
carpenters, 56 machinists, 44 la- 
borers 72 physicians, 39 lawyers and 
44 clergymen, to say nothing of 
smaller representations from every 
occupation known among men. 

One of the most interesting and 
important tables contained in this 
report shows the length of time that 
men of different, callings have lived 
after joining the RoyAL ARCANUM, 
and their average age at time of 
death. This table covers the experi- 
ence of the Order since 1878, and as 
Dr. Bruce observes, is constantly 
becoming more valuable with the 
passing of each successive year. 
Here the lawyers lead the list, dying 
at an average age of 72, with an 
average duration of membership of 
34 years. The supposedly somewhat 
hazardous calling of mariners and 
pilots comes next, with an average 
age of 62 years and an average 
duration of membership of 24 
years. The clergymen have done al- 
most as well,—average age 62, dura- 
tion of membership 21 years. At the 
other end of the list, the average 
age of our departed teachers has 
been only 36 years, and their dura- 
tion of membership 12 years. 

Greatly increased usefulness and 
efficiency is expected to result from 
the transfer of the medical depart- 
ment to the home office at Boston.

As there were 4,892 initiated and. 


reinstated during the first-half of 
the year, there remain but 5,108 to 
be added during the last six months, 
(the best months in the year) to 
bring the figures up to 10,000, -the 
number requested by our Supreme 
Regent. 

Will we do it? Easily. Let us see. 
During the first half of 1919 there 
were 3,504 initiations and reinstate- 
ments as against 4,892 during the 
same period in 1920—a gain of al- 
most 40% over 1919. During the last 
half of 1919 there were 4,106 ini- 

tiations and reinstatements. If the 
same percentage of improvement 


will hold good during the next six 
months as was shown during | the 
first six months, there will be 5,748 
initiations and reinstatements, or a 
total of 10,640. We repeat—that’s 
easy. 

As a matter of fact, we should and 
will do even better than that,as the 
machinery is moving in many Coun- 
cils and almost daily, reports are 
received showing that other Coun- 
cils are reawakening, with the re- 
sult that ere long, 90 per cent: of all 
Councils will be active and_ better 
results will be reported. 

As an evidence of what can be ac- 
complished, let us scan the results 
secured during the month of August 
in the years 1917, 1918 and 1919. 

In 1917 there were 116 initiations 
and reinstatements. 1918 produced 
205, and in 1919, when a Midsum- 
mer Campaign was in progress, 534 
were secured. 

Can we again make August a 
record breaker? It is by no means a 
difficult matter as new members can 
be secured as readily in August as 
in any other month of the year, if 
we will but try to secure them. Let’s 
do it.

This incident has been duplicated 
many, many times in the history of 
the Roya ARGANUM, but it cannot 
happen too often or too much kept 
in mind. As everything has been 
said, that can be said, the real proof 
of the excellence of the fraternal 
system is what it does; and no deed 
can be better than this steady 
“carrying-on,” in the cause of which 
a large number of men contribute 
through the medium of their Sub- 
ordinate Council who keep hope 
alive in the heart of the sick man 
and his family, and keep a spirit of 
brotherhood alive in themselves, 

Perhaps the last result is the most 
important of all. “Is it any wonder 
that a Council which has steadily 


earried on work like this,” writes 
our correspondent, “should have 
given to the Order such a good 


worker as Brother Frederick A. 
Goodwin, who is now Deputy Su- 
preme Regent?” He does not belong 
to our Council now, but none the 
less entered the Royal Arcanum with 
us and received his early training 
in good-old Eliot.

KEEPING WHAT WE HAVE 


HE boy who is born rich ought 
to stay sé. His poor neighbor 
must put in years struggle to reach 
the place where the rich boy begins. 
But with all this in his favor the 
rich man’s son has one great handi- 
cap against him. In many eases, he 
has: a realization of the value of 
wealth. Therefore he is apt to fritter 
it away, with the possibility that 
some fine day he will find himself 
down and out. 

Wealth doesn’t always mean dol- 
lars and cents, Liberty is more im- 
portant than any other riches. We 
do not sing of our wheat or our 
gold, but of “the land of the free,” if 
we sing the Star Spangled Banner, 
or “God Save the King,” if we live in 
Canada. 

Fourth of July ought to remind us 
that this freedom was not secured 
without a struggle. 

People whose houses were searched 
without warrant or reason, who 
might be hauled away to dungeons, 
there to rot without the opportunity 
to inquire what was the charge 
against them, learned the love of lib- 


erty by bitter experience. 


We latter day Americans, who 
have had our liberties handed to us, 
have lost the consciousness of their 
value because, so far as we were 
concerned, they came so easily. Our 
fathers appreciated the treasure be- 
cause they struggled and suffered to 
obtain it. We care little, because it 
has cost us nothing. 

There have been. peoples in the 
long story of the world who have 
lost their liberties exactly as many 
a family has lost its wealth. Be- 
cause certain sentences are written 
in historic documents is no reason 
that the things they stand for should 


be dismissed from our minds as 
eternal certainties, 
Liberty only abides long with 


those who are vigilant to guard it. 


OUR MAGIC WORD 


HE world has known a number of 

slogans at different: times. The 
“SP. Q. R” of the Roman Republic, 
the “Imperio” of the Empire, the 
“Holy Sepulcher” of the cru- 
sades, the “Liberty, Fraternity and 
Equality” of-the revolutionary pe- 
riod,—all these and a dozen others 
have had their time of an almost 
magic potency on the minds and 
hearts of different generations of 
men. Just now, and -probably for 
some years to come, we are seeing 
the driving force of another Idea 
summed up in a single word, in 
whose name we have sent out our 
armies and consecrated our dead,— 
“democracy.” 

What does it mean? It is too early 
to say, but it is no longer just a 
petty dream. Neither is it any longer 
confined to politics. More and more 
every question of life tends to focus 
in the fundamental issue, democ- 
racy versus autocracy. 

The historian who first tells the 
whole story of democracy, sometime 
around 2,020, will probably have 
something, and perhaps a good deal, 
to say about the fraternal societies.

tise, autocracies. In theory every 
fraternal society is a pure democ- 
If the practice falls short of 
the theory in some societies, it is 


the exception rather than the rule. 


* By the same token, the next few 


years ought to be good ones in all 


fraternal affairs. The tide which 
underlies all human affairs is run- 
ning our way. Democracy is the di- 
rection in which men’s minds are 
almost subconsciously turning. The 
organizations which are putting 
family protection upon a democratic 
basis are going to get the benefit, 
just as surely as water runs down 
hill. 

The world is going to be made 
safe for democracy, And for the good 
fraternalist, the “tide in the- affairs 
of men, which taken at the flood 
leads on to fortune,” is RIGHT NOW.

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WHAT WILL BE DONE 


IAT can the Order do for the 
Council which has lost its 
grip? The Supreme Council Com- 
mittee on Delinquent and Defunct 
Councils found this a hard question. 
“In considering the subject,” they 
say, “two problems confront us. 
First, is it a benefit to the Order 
to dissolve Councils which have 
reached the minimum in’ member- 
ship? 

“Second—Is the individual mem- 
ber better taken care of by the con- 
solidation of his Council with a 
stronger Council? 

In considering the first problem, 
we realize the utter impossibility of 
assisting the great number of small 
Councils which are approaching the 
minimum in membership, by deputy 
work, and also the inadvisability of 
doing so, owing to the far more 
fertile fields for work in the larger 
Councils. 

“As regards the second Baeble 
we find that. as the Couneil grows 
smaller in membership, the remu- 
neration and support of its mem- 
bers given to its officers become less, 
and in nearly all cases, one mem- 


ber is practically the whole Council. . 


In case of his death, or suspension, 
the remaining members are hope- 
lessly lost as regards handling the 
affairs of the Council, and quite fre- 
quently a number of suspensions re- 
sult. 

“Tf consolidated with a stronger 
Council, although quite a distance 
from the town in which they are 
located, their interests will be much 
better safeguarded. 

“We heartily commend the action 
taken by the Supreme Regent in the 
past year, and recommend its con- 
tinuance in the future.

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A REAL PROBLEM 


F any Orator is looking for a live 

subject to talk about in his Coun- 
cil meeting, he might tackle Trans- 
portation. It has not yet got into the 
realm of politics, but in practical 
affairs it is one of the real problems 
of the day. 

In the good old days there was 
little difficulty of this sort. If you 
lived on the sea coast, or along a 
river or alake, you got a boat. If you 
were not thus located, you just staid 
where you were. Transportation over 
land simply did not exist. 

Everyone has heard the. old 
phrase, “the King’s Highway.” It is 
one of the oldest phrases of the law. 
But it never meant a road in the 
modern sense of the term. If was 
sitaply the right of the King and his 
subjects to go across private land 
without being held liable for. tres- 
pass for doing so. 

When roads began to be laid out, 
they were to a great extent, privately 
owned, With a few exceptions, al- 
most every road of any importance 
in the United-States down to con- 
siderably less than a hundred years 
ago was owned by a private corpora- 
tion. When the cities of Charles- 
town and Boston undertook to build 
9 fire bridge between themselves 
across the Gharles River in 1829, 
Daniel Webster and Lemuel Shaw, 
later Chief Justice of Massachusetts, 
fairly argued themselves hoarse 
against the rank socialism of such a 
proceeding, and fought the subject 

_* through efery court in the country. 
iz. “im gery instance, the courts divided 
in their. opinions. No one of the 
judges ventured to commit himself 
to the dangerous and revolutionary 
doctrine that a State or a city could 
maintain a free bridge for the bene- 
fit of its citizens, and even those 
who favored the projeet, did so on 
what now seems technical and trivial 
grounds. 

But in spite of the judges today 
the free bridge and the publie street 
are everywhere. The old- turnpike 
corporations, and their stock and 
bonds and mortgages and refunding 
operations have all gone into the 
discard before a system of public 
ownership, which despite its fail- 
ings, is at least. a hundred times 
better than the old order. 

Will the same thing happen to 
the railroads? It is a subject worth 
3 good bit of discussion.

‘workers. It is unfortunately true 
that if pays to advertise, and a pro- 
ficient politician often succeeds in 
getting away with all the credit 
which fairly belongs to some one 
else. There is usually a certain 
amount of modesty which goes with 
genuine merit, and although every 
general -who ever lived would have 
given his right hand for a corps of 
assistants like the marshals. or 
France or the legates of Caesar, most 
commanders have been too much 
taken up with their gold lace or 
their plans or political necessities 
either to discover or to recognize 
ability in the ranks. 

The Royau ARCANUM is fortunate 
in having a system of reports which 
makes it comparatively easy to find 
out where the real work.is being 
done. The records in the office of the 
Supreme Secretary tell the story. 
Healthy activity in any line of work 
will. sooner or later express itself in 
growth.

shows what has been accomplished 
by the several Jurisdictions during 
ne. first seven onihe of the pres- 


Tice that a number of 
Jurisdictions have done splendidly. 
The larger Grand-Council Jurisdic- 
tions, in which active, enthusiastic 
efforts were put forth, met with 
suecess. Others, which should have 
shown up better, demonstrate that 
there was something lacking in se- 
curing the cooperation of the mem- 
bership in an effort to secure new 
business. Whether this was due to 
failure on the part of the leaders 
to plan properly, whether it was 
through lack of “team work,” or 
whether the Subordinate Councils 
are not properly officered and thus 
failed to instill in the membership 


the proper amount of “ginger,” can 
only be surmised. 
This much is assured: what can 


be accomplished in one Jurisdiction, 
can be accomplished in every Juris- 
diction under similar conditions 
under equally as active, enthusiastic 
and able leadership. 

There are times, of course, when 
conditions in Jurisdictions differ. 
Such conditions right themselves in 
time and then we may look for a 
burst of speed, with the result that 
the Jurisdictions which were found 
lagging during one season or period, 
excel during the following period. 

The “Table” gives the names of 
all Jurisdictions, arranged accord- 
ing to their numerical strength on 
January 1, 1920; thus New York, the 
largest Jurisdiction in the Order 


heads the list, while Utah, the 
smallest Jurisdiction is the last 
mentioned.

The total number of initiations 
and reinstatements for the seven 
months of this year is gratifying 
and shows that we are well under 
way in our efforts to add 10,000 
members to our rolls in 1920. 

The months of January, February, 
March and April were all net gain 
months, Then followed the lightest 
months of the year, namely, May, 
June and July in which losses were 
recorded. August will ~very ‘likely 
also show a small loss, but with Sep- 
tember, when men return from their 
vacations, when business of all kind 
and character take an impetus, we 
may look for many accessions to 
our-ranks and net gains will again 
become the order of the day. 

Thus far the records show a net 
gain of more than 500, and we are 
not over optimistic in asserting that 
at the end of the year we will find 
better than 10,000 initiations and 
reinstatements for. the year and a 
net gain of more than 1,000.

THE GREAT READJUSTMENT 


N readjustments, the world is just 
about fourteen years behind the 
fraternal movement. 

-The trouble began for the good 
fraternalist about 1900. For the rest 
of the world, it commenced in 1914, 

“Start right!’ It looks well on 
paper, and it sounds good. The 
trouble is that in real life no one 


ever did it. Even the good Lord had_ 


to practice almost a week before 
turning out man,—longer than that 
before he dared attempt a woman. 
The more recent geologists say that 
it took the world a hundred million 
years to make anything as good as a 
monkey, to say nothing of Harding or 
Cox. It is not the course of nature to 
start right. 

Therefore you have got to have 
readjustments, With the fraternal 
movement, that process began about 
1900. The Roya ARCANUM made a 
slight change in 1898, but the reai 
reformation began with the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen in 1901. 
The Roya ARCANUM made the same 
sort of .a fundamental change in 
1905, and practically completed the 
process in 1916. Other Orders are 
still going through the same process, 
but speaking in a broad way, the 
good fraternalist has already learned 
his lesson. 


Just about six-years ago, the world 
at large began to learn the same les- 
son. It started a “readjustment.” it 
is still going on, It is repeating on a 
huge scale what the good fra- 
ternalist has already learned in a 
kindergarden sort of a way. The 
Leyden jar in the labratory gives 
only a minute spark, but it as truly 
electric as the bolt which shatters 
an oak. 

The fraternal readjustment was 
partly a fight, but that was the 
smallest part of it. It was mostly an 
economic problem,—a sitting down 


and figuring things out. With the 


best intentions in the world, the 
good fraternalist found himself up 
against the great natural laws which 
his system of rates had failed to 
take into account. They were there; 
and it made no difference whether 
he liked it or not. They kept on 
working just the same. He could not 
change the laws of life: but by 
enough study and effort, he could 
make over his own plans to fit those 
same laws, which bring prosperity 


to the obedient as surely as they 


bring hardship and ruin to all 
others. 

That is what the world is trying 
to do today. The world has been do- 
ing its business on unsound rates. 
It has shaped its life in entire for- 
getfulness of the laws of life,—par- 
ticularly forgetfulness of some of 
the great economic laws closely akin 
to those which lay at the basis of 
our own readjustment. “

bound to be mistakes, lots of them, 
but none the less, by the wisdom 
born of countless experimentation 
and debate, the problems are going 
to be settled, and we or our children 


will eventually have an almost in-. 


finitely better world to live in, 

The colleges and the schools, the 
churches and the political parties 
and all the other forms of organiza— 


tion are bound to share this work,. 
‘| but none of them offer as good a 


chance to work at the problems as a 

live man can find in a live Council. 
These subjects are not political or 
sectarian; they are economic and so- 
cial, and more than any other or- 
ganization in the world, the Royau 
ARCANUM is an economie and social 
organization. It offers the best possi- 
ble forum for discussion, and the 
very nature of its work brings to- 
gether men who are ready to apply 
their brains to economic problems. 


There are two morals to this fable. 

First: If an Orator wants to make 
his Council interesting to the men 
who attend it, let him remember 
that a readjustment is going on in 
the world. The Councils which held 
their membership in 41905 and ia 
4916 did not bury their heads in the 
sand. They brought up fhe ques- 
tions and discussed them. There was 
a chance to talk things over, and the 
readjusted rates were sustained he- 
cause the members at large and 
particularly the members in the 
leading Councils of the Order, de- 
cided that they were the sensible 
thing. The readjustment meant 
a heavy burden, but it brought out 
an interest and warmth which pre- 


vented the burden from crushing 


the life out of the Councils. which 
met it fairly.

On September 30th, the Field 
Manager atéended a Class Initiation 
held in Springfield, Mass., under the 
auspices of Equity Council, No. 96, 
of Springfield; Pynchon Council, No. 
1368, of Springfield; Quaboag Coun- 
cil, No. 876, of Palmer (fifteen miles 
from Springfield), Manhan Council, 
No, 1819, of Easthampton (eighteen 
miles from Springfield), and €hic- 
opee Falls Council, No. 649, of Chic- 
opee Falls (four miles from Spring- 
field), where there were eighty-one 
candidates initiated. The meeting 
was a most enthusiastic one, being 
attended by about 150 members of 
the..Order, and: the enthusiasm en- 
gendered will undoubtedly produce 
splendid results during the period of 
the present campaign. 

Deputy Supreme Regent Goodwin 
on September ist inaugurated this 
campaign, which resulted in the se- 
curing of 120 applications in a 
period of thirty days, of these 120, 
ninety-five were approved and, as al- 
ready stated, eighty-one were initi- 
ated on September 30th.

WHO CETS IT? 


T takes a good many people to 

make a pound of sugar. There are 
the laborers who till the soil, cul- 
tivate the crop, harvest it, crush the 
cane, prepare the raw sugar, ship it, 
navigate the vessels to the refinery, 
unload the cargo, put it through all 
the processes of the great factory, 
furnish the barrels and bags, and 
pack it in final shape tor the con-® 
sumer. Besides that there are super- 
intendents, bookkeepers and stenog- 
raphers, watchmen and weighers, 
checkers, and a regular army of 
‘other employees, everyone of whom 
inevitably adds a bit to the general 
cost. 

And when you take all the in- 
creases in pay that, all these people 
have had from the half naked Cuban 
farm laborer who plants the crop 
to the dainty typewriter who makes 
out the bill for the completed 
product, and add all their wages to- 
gether, you will find that since 1913, 
the labor cost of a pound of sugar 
has increased just two cents. 

Meanwhile sugar itself has in- 
creased from six cents a pound to 
twenty-five cents. Of the nineteen 
cents increase, labor of all sorts gets 
two cents, Who gets the other seven- 
teen cents? And what do the people 
who get this money do to earn ibe

Time 
was when slavery and smalipox were 
generally taken as a matter of 
course. As soon as they eeased being 
taken as a matter of course they 
were put into the way of practically 
disappearing—not by any magic 
formula but by tireless, surefooted, 
practical-minded effort. — 

At length we have the means of 
reducing poverty to its practical, ir- 
reducible minimum. It is only very 
recently, as history runs, that we 
have had those means. But now we 
have the wealth—not enough wealth 
for a limousine and a grand piano 
to every inhabitant and a four-hour

HORACE GILBERT WILLIAMS: 


HE Jurisdiction of Massachu- 
setts met with a severe loss in 
the death of Grand Treasurer 
Horace Gilbert Williams, which oc- 
‘ curred on Sunday, October 31st, at 


his home, 74 Georgia St., Roxbury, 
Mass. 

Stricken in ‘> Grand Council 
office on Septer ‘5th, while en- 


eaged in RoyaL ARCANUM work, he 
was hurried to the hospital and im-° 
mediately operated upon. He ap- 
parently recovered from the effects 
of the operation and was enabled to 
return home, but the strain was 
more than he could stand and he 
suffered a relapse from whieh he 
did not’ recover, The funeral ser- 
vices were held at the residence of 
bis daughter on Wednesday, Novem: 
ber 3d, and the large delegation of 
RovAL ARCANUM members who were 
present, also the beautiful floral 
fributes, evidenced the high regard 
and the friendly sympathy of his 
many Roya ArcaNuM friends. 

Brother Williams was admitted 
as a charter member of Dorchester 
Council, No. 437, on Feb. 23, 1880. He 
became a Past Regent of the Council 
on Jan, 1, 1892, and was admitted 
as a Representative to the Grand 
Council of Massachusetts on April 
24 A892. 

His real active life in connection 
with the Grand Council began in 
1902 when he was appointed a Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Regent to which 
office he was reappointed in 1903 
and 1904, 

On April 28, 1905, he was elected, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee 
and continued in that office until 
Aug. 18, 1909, when he was appointed 
Grand Treasurer. On April 29, 1910, 
he was elected by the Grand Coun- 
cil to the office of Grand Treasurer 
and was re-elected to that position 
at each subsequent Grand Council 
Session.

This is equally essential in a sue- 
cessful fraternity. No Subordinate 
Council is making a real progress un- 
less it is systematically and constantly 
preventing waste by suspension. It 
cannot reach any satisfactory results 
if it-is constantly throwing away good 
membership material. 

Suspensions are the bane of frater- 
nity work. As a rule that are not 
caused by hardship or age. Simple 
carelessness accounts for most of them. 
The report for the past year is better 
than for many others in the history of 
the Order, but it still shows that sus- 
pensions occur chiefly among young 
men and recent entrants, where the 
burden of the monthly payments is 
least felt and could be most easily car- 
ried. 

The statement of the condition goes 
far toward suggesting the cure. The old- 
er men, who are paying much higher 
rates, but have been in the Order long 
enough to become acquainted with it, 
stand fast. The new comer who doesn’t 
appreciate what he has, gives up 
easily. 

If the younger man knew as much 
about it as do these veterans members, 
he too; would remain firm in his mem- 
bership.

THE “IARVEST CAMPAIGN IN MAN- 
HATTAN BOROUGH 

In arranging the Harvest campaign, 
Grand Regent Roake requested the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
for 400 initiates between August ist 
and December 31st, 1920, and appoint- 
ed Sitting Past Grand Regent Harold 
C. Knoeppel as Chairman of the Cam- 
paign in that section and Past Grand 
Regent Sephen C. Gallot as Vice-Chair- 
man. The 35 Councils in Manhattan 
Borough were organized into groups 
as follows:

YORKVILLE group with Law Com- 
mitteeman Julius Levy as Chairman. 

BAST HARLEM group with Grand 
Orator Milton A, Willment as Chair- 
man. 

WEST HARLEM group, No. 1, with 
Grand Trustee Stanley Garten as Chair- 
man. 

WEST HARLEM group, No. 2, with 
Supreme Law Committeeman Uriah W. 
Tompkins as Chairman. 

LENNOX group with Supreme Rep- 
resentative James B. Kilsheimer as 
Chairman. 

The 23rd Street group performed 
most nobly under the inspiration of 
tendering a final meeting and class 
to Past Grand Regent Stephen C. Gal- 
lot in commemoration of his having 
rounded out thirty years of member- 
ship in the Order and under the guid- 
ing hands of Grand Committeeman 
Moir and Supreme Representative 
Charles E: Moerler the five councils 
comprising tha group initiated 109 
candidates during*® the campaign. 

In each one of the other Manhattan 
groups splendid work was performed 
by each of the Chairmen mentioned 
and the Grand Council Officers and 
Committees from the several Councils. 
We would like-in detail to give credit

With the 
exception of five states in the far south, 
every one of the United States, the 
Federal government and all the prov- 
inces of Canada have adopted “Com- 
pensation Laws,” which do away with 
the question of negligence, and substi- 
tute for it a system of insurance under 
which every injured employee is en- 
titled to at least something in some 
way proportional to his hurt. 

In most states, the injured employee 
gets 66% of his wages, but not more 
than $25 nor less than $8 a week. In 
case of death, provision is made for his 
family. 

This .great system is perhaps the 
biggest happening in the insurance 
world since the rise of the fraternal 
system.’ It deserves the interest and 
hearty support of every member of 
every fraternal society.

this field. At that time, only ten years 
ago, the man who was hurt while at 
work had to take his chance in a law 
suit, where the dice were all loaded 
against him. 

To begin with, he could not get dam- 
ages, no matter how badly he was hurt, 
unless he could prove that his employer 
was negligent. If he was himself ‘neg- 
ligent, even in the smallest degree, that 
defeated any claim on his part. Even 
worse, if his employer had been openly 
and persistently negligent, then the 
workman, if he remained at work was 
said to “accept the risk,” and if injured, 
could not collect anything. In short, the 
Jaw was so unjust, and maintained such 
a differential against the injured party, 
that alawyer who succeeded in wading 
these legal pitfalls was almost entitled 
to keep the entire amount recovered 
for his fee, as indeed, he often did. 
Probably subsequent comers will say 
‘that a civilization which permitted 
these injustices to exist was itself a 
part of the dark ages.

It should be most gratifying to every

In view of the substantial increase in Railroad and Pullman rates, and

THE ROOT CAUSE OF 
ALL THE TROUBLE 


HE good fraternalist who loves his 

neighbor as himself has considera- 
ble to think about these days. To a 
very large extent and ‘in a great many 
places his neighbor is having a very 
bad time. In China he is starving to 
death, indeed, whole families are tak- 
ing poison because they would rather 
do that than starve to death. 

Throughout central Hurope actual 
starvation has not begun to any great 
extent, but men and women and a host 
of innocent children are already suf- 
fering from famine and facing death 
by hunger, probably only a few weeks 
off. Everywhere else there is diffi- 
culty of every’ kind. Even in this 
United States of America, the richest 
country in the world, and blessed by 
good luck in every -way, even to the 
weather, people are without work and 
there is discomfort everywhere. 

What is the cause of it all? 

Last month’sCurrent Opinion says 
that anybody not a fool can answer 
that question in just one guess. It is 
war. 

“We theorize and putter and talk 
wisely and sling statistics to account 


for our economic troubles, when <all, 


the while the reason ‘is staring. us in 
the face.” 

We are paying a huge amount of 
money for taxes which might just as 
well- be thrown into the ocean. Ninety- 
three per cent of all these taxes go to

fer past wars. A trifle over one-quar- 
ter, or 25 per cent., goes into the run- 
ning expenses of the Army and Navy.

be about one hundred times less ex- 
pensive than if we have to have a 
war to make it useful. 

Meanwhile, every one of us is mate. 
ing our constant contribution to this 
avalanche of wasted money. We may 
not pay taxes directly, but we pay just 
the same. The landlord adds them 
on_to the rent, the milkman to the 
price of milk, the groceryman, the 
tailor, the candy man, the railroads, 
everybody else, collects part of the tax 
from us and takes an additional com- 
mission for himself for doing so. 

It is twice as bad in other countries 
as it is in the United States, but it 
is bad enough here. It is certainly 
worth thinking about by all of us.

A LIVE QUESTION 


a Pepe payment of taxes is not a polit- 
ical or sectarian matter, but just 
at present, they are for the whole 
world one of the most important ques- 
tions in it. The Orator who wants a 
live subject can find something here 
with more latent kick and excitement 
in it than a billy goat. 

‘To take a single example, how about 
the sales tax? You can find columns 
in praise of it in every newspaper, 
but you ean also find the oft repeated 
assertion that the whole net result of 
the plan is to take the taxes off the 
rich and put them on the shoulders 
of the poor. If the excess profits tax 
is done away with, Mr. Rockefeller 
will save several millions a year, but 
if the sales tax takes its place, those 
same several millions a year will, per- 
chance, be raised on the tea-and sugar 
of some of us who get $15 a week. 

All of this is only one side of a 
matter which affects every one of us 
in a thousand different ways. It is 
a subject worth thinking about. And 
no one ought to be able to think about 
it more sensibly than the good frater- 
nalist, who has already undertaken to 
struggle with the problems of finance 
in the protection of the home.

IT SAVED THE CAPTAIN’S LIFE 


APTAIN William Avery, formerly 
of the Quatermaster’s Construc- 
tion Department, and more lately of 
Chicago, Illinois, probably owes his life 
to the fact that for about 25 years he 
has had an incurable habit of going 
to the meeting of the Royan Arcanum. 
In the fall of 1917 Brother Avery was 
in charge of certain construction work 
at the Army Supply Base at Norfolk, 
Virginia. It is hard to get over a good 
habit, and since Brother Avery had 
been accustomed to attend Council 
meetings, he naturally looked up Poca- 
hontas Council at Norfolk and made 
himself known.

He absolutely refused 
to risk his life in the ill-kept Army Hos- 
pital and would have been in dire 
straits if the Regent of Pocahontas 
Council had not heard of his plight 
and made arrangements with the best 
hospital in Norfolk for a private room 
and special care, 

“When I was discharged, says 
“Twas so 
hardly walk. I called up 
Supreme Representative fr 
and he came at once to the hospital in 
his beautiful auto, took me to the best 
restaurant in the town, and gave me 
the finest meal that I had eaten since 
leaving home. He then bought me 
a basket of fruit, cigars, and took me 
to a furnished room.” 

“As soon as I was able to visit their 
Council I asked for my bill and was 
told that I owed them nothing. I then 
asked them, as a special favor, to send 
a bil] for the expenses incurred to my 
own Council, as I was curious to see if 
the same charity and brotherly love 
was found in our part of the Order.” 

“It was. My Council paid the bill 
and I am as proud of them as I am 
of Pocahontas Council.”

THE HALF CASH PLAN - 


rT the 1905 readjustment, the Order 
adopted a “half cash” plan which 
permitted a member over 65 years of 
age to pay one half of his assessment 
in cash and have the other half charged 
against the amount represented by the 
Certificate, together with interest on 
the unpaid amount. 

This plan was all right for the man 
who died as soon as he adopted it, or 
soon afterwards. For others, it had the 
difficulties which were pointed out by 
the Committee on Assessments and 
Benefits: 

It was not only a violation of actuarial 
principles, so much so that at a subse: 
quent session, it was necessarily re 
pealed, but the interest charges upon the 
half portion of assessments unpaid acs 
cumulated so rapidly and insidiously ag 
will in the near future, if continued, 
reduce to zero the benefit payable on 
the death of the member in that re 
maining class, 
of time such members, by the indul- 
gence of Providence permitted to live, 
will, notwithstanding his continued pay=- 
ments, be entitled not only to no benefit 
whatever for his beneficiary, but will 
actually at death be indebted to the 
society, and the longer he lives and the 
more money he pays in, the larger 
amount he will be indébted. 

While this is precisely in accordance 
with his contract under the Half Cash 
Privilege, it is distressing to contem- 
plate and the proposal of thé Executive 


Committee to put what is in the nature 


of a “stop order” upon the constantly 
diminishing amount of benefit, will, if 
adopted, prove-of great advantage to 
such members and prevent the neceg: 
sity of our society being placed in an 
embarrassing situation most difficult to 
satisfactorily explain. 

Your committee is advised that the 
Executive Committee, in considering 
this matter, has had actuarial advice 
and consideration concerning it and 
believe that the adoption of an amend: 
ment to our laws putting the measure 
into effect may be made without any 
serious strain upon our system of rates, 
and with this your Committee is in ac- 
cord. Nothing should be overlooked 
or neglected that may relieve or benefit 
our aged members, providing the same 
may be done without serious impair- 
ment of, or danger to, the stability of 
our Order. 

Your Committee, therefore, recom- 
mend the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

Resolved: That the Committee on 
Laws be directed to prepare and report 
an amendment to Section 430 of our 
laws providing, in relation to members 
upon the Half Cash Plan, that when the 
charges against such a certificate shall 
have reduced its value to one-sixth of 
the original amount no further charges 
shall be made against the same, but 
the certificate remain at one-sixth of itg 
original amount, the member contin. 
uing to pay the same amount of assess« 
ment as theretofore.

Every member of the Order has reason 
to congratulate himself on the show- 
ing. Our Emergency Fund is reflect- 
ing the wisdom of our last change of 
rates, Conditions in the bond market 
during the past year have continuea 
most favorable for the investor, Money 
rates were high; good bonds paying 
a high-rate of interest at their market 
value, were low. 

The Sub-Committee of the Executive 
Committee, who have charge of the 
investing of our Emergency Fund have 
taken every advantage of these market 
conditions to purchase gilt-edged se- 
curities at the lowest price obtainable. 
The Supreme Regent has carefully 
watched the extreme. care used by this 
Committee in the selection of its in- 
vestments and feels that a word of 
commendation at this time for this 
Sub-Committee would only be a proper 
expression of appreciation for their 
work.

THE BEST RECORDS OF THE YEAR 


The best work done by any Council 
during the year was that done by 
Union Pacific Council, No. 1069, of 
- Omaha, Nebraska, where under the 
Magnetic leadership of Brother Her- 
-_bert W. Johnson, Grand Regent of that 
_ Jurisdiction, 192 candidates were ini- 

tiated and a net gain of over 13 per 
cent made. ; : 
During the year 1920 the Deputies 
_ employed by the Field Department in 
_ their various fields of activity during 
the membership campaigns conducted 
by them, in the local Councils, secured 

1,758 initiations and reinstatements. 
The best records made by any of the

DISSOLVED COUNCILS 


This is one of the sore spots that 
the Supreme Regent endeavored to 
heal as far as possible. In the last 
report reference was made to the great 
number of small, inactive Councils in 
the Order. They exist in name and 

number only. They have ceased to 

function: In most of them they have 
-_ dwindled in number, so that they are 
barely above the legal requirement for 
. existence. They are a constant source 
of irritation to the Supreme Secre 
tary’s office by failing to report 
- promptly. They have no real existence 
as Councils, but are kept alive by the 
- Collector or Secretary. Many of them 

never meet or have a meeting place. 

No initiations can be expected in such 
a Council, as thea members in most in- 
stances take no interest in the Order. 

A large number of such Councils have 
- peen dissolved during the year. A 
jist of them will be found in the report 
of the Supreme Secretary. Very few, 
if any, members are lost by transfer- 
ying their membership to some larger 
~ and more active Council. There are 

still too many of these small Councils

THE SUPREME AUDITOR 


ROTHER Wm. F, McConnell pre- 

sents several printed pages of 
figures which show how carefully the 
expenditures are examined and checked, 
and how little chance there is of wast- 
ing any of the General Funds of the 
Order. Here is his brief summary of 
the net results:— 

The total feceipts in the General 
Fund from May 1, 1920, to May 31, 
1921, were $170,137.85, which added to 
the balance on hand May 1, 1920, ag- 


“gregates $232,621.91, received and on 


hand. Deducting disbursements — of 
$186,662.88, and $7.00 for.B. C. Fees re- 
turned, a total of $186,669.88, leaves 
the balance in the General Fund May 
31, 1921, $45,952.03. 

The receipts from the per capita con- 
tribution to the account of Field Work 
and Extension of the Order were $133,- 
481.20. The disbursements were $116,- 
717.73, leaving a balance of $16,763.47 
to continue this work until next year’s 
payments are received. .The disburse- 
ments in this fund are recompensed 
by the splendid results achieved, and 
the distribution of prizes and other 
‘payments in the several Grand Council 
Jurisdictions is worthy_of the careful 
perusal of every member. 

‘Notwithstanding the strenuous efforts 
made to reduce our expenditures with- 
out seriously handicapping the proper 
administration of the business of the 
Order, we are forced to a realization of 
the fact that the era of high prices has 
not yet passed. A review of the figures 


-herewith presented will indicate the 


economy under existing conditions 
which was exercised by your Officers. 


THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 


HE year 1920 was a satisfactory 

one, our mortality experience fall- 
ing well within our rates, while after 
the payment of death benefits amount- 
ing to $4,745,468.83 the Executive Com- 
mittee was able to transfer the sum of 
$1,300.000 from the Widows and Or- 
phans’ Benefit Fund to the Emergency 
Fund for the further repletion of our 
reserve requirements. In addition the 
good effects of the collection of the 
Special Contribution of $133,000.00 for 
Field Work and Extension of the Order 
were manifested. 

An improved condition of Subordi- 
nate Council Accounts is to be noted, 
the balances due having been  sub- 
stantially diminished and the continu- 
ance of the present method of adjust- 


ing these accounts by a Special Com- 
mittee of the Executive Committee 
whose work has been commendable, 
is recommended. 

The number of Councils making no 
report is very small but as there are 
some 46 of them, in which may be 
the germ of future fraternal activity, 
it is suggested that local Grand Officers 
be made interested in their complete 
return to active participation in the 
Order, 

The last budget was necessarily pro- 
vised for a 12-month period, and after 
its submission the fiscal year was en- 
larged to 13 months and for this rea- 
son a proportionately larger appropria- 
tion was necessary to cover salaries 
and expenses. 

The careful, thorough and courteous 
aid given the Committee by the Su- 
preme Secretary and his co-workers 
has promoted the Committee’s work 
and is appreciated and commended. 
The office of the Supreme Secretary is 
prompt and thorough and its depart- 
ments efficient and reliable. 

The books and vouchers of the Su- 
preme Treasurer and Supreme Auditor 
were found to be kept in a manner 
equal to the highest modern business 
standards of care and accuracy and 
the clearness and thoroughness of the 
handling of many complicated details 
of bookkeeping ,and financing by the 
Supreme TreaStrer was most com- 
mendable and satisfactory to the Com- 
mittee in its audit.

THE SUSPENSION PROBLEM 


a Nese Committee on Suspension of 
Members find their problem a 
difficult one. “Intensive study of the 
situation-only ‘adds to our perplexity, - 
We compreherid. the dangers of the 
situations but find’ ourselves unable to 
suggest remedy which will adequately 
meet’ fhe situation.” 

Notwithstanding this modest de 
claimer, the Committee makes some 
exceedingly useful and practical sug: | 
gestions. ! 

“The greater number of suspensions 
occurred during the early months of | 
membership. Such being the case, we 
must look for the cause which appears , 
to be failure on the part of the new | 
initiate to attend Council meetings | 
and becoming acquainted with the | 
members of the Council, the purpose | 
and objects of the Order, its method 
of operation, etc. Now ‘the question 
presents itself, how to secure the at- 
tendance of the new initiates at Couns 
cil meetings. 

‘Union Pacific Council is attempting : 
to solve this problem by the following 
plan: At the initiation of a candidate 
an older member is immediately ap- 
pointed to take the young member 
under his wing for a period of three 
months. His duties are to become ac- 
quainted with the new man, sit with 
him in-meeting, introduce him to other 
members; in short, to make him feel at 
home. A day or two before the next 
meeting of the Council he writes, tele- 
phones or calls upon the new made 
brother, and insures his attendance at 
that meeting. He again chums with 
him throughout the meeting, giving 
him special attention. This same action 
is continued for three months, at the 
expiration of which’ time the new 
brother has, in all likelihood, become 
acquainted with the other attendants, 
and more than likely interested in the 
work of the Council, more particularly 
if during that period he has received 
some minor committee appointment or 
given some duty to perform. The 
method certainly contains mezit and 
we shall watch with intense interest 
the result of U. P.’s experiment. 

“Bternal vigilance is the price of the 
retention of members, and oftentimes 
we are not disposed to exercise that 
eternal vigilance. We are careless and 
indifferent. Often we are ignorant of 
the condition of members, and, through 
the failure of someone, are not in- 
formed of the possibility of suspension 
confronting Council members. It would 
appear that our ‘duty is not fully per- 
formed’ when we secure an application. 
Our man or men should be our constant 
care. The social and entertainment 
features should be developed in such 
away as to attract and retain members 
and everyone then attends meetings. 
The Orator should remember his duty 
to provide suitable and attractive en- 
tertainment. 

“We would suggest that Councils ims 
press on proposers the necessity for 
looking after the new members whom 
they have secured beyond the three 
months’ limit, and that some plans of 
some religious organizations might prot- 
itably be adopted: namely, the dividing 
of the Councils into small groups or 
classes with someone as leader who 
shall be held responsible in every way 
for the members of his group or class.”

THE COUNCIL WORK 


HE Committee on Council Worw re- 
port that they have looked over the 
field as carefully as possible and find 


that the stronger jurisdictions almost 


without exception have made their 
gains through the personal work of 
their members. This was accomplished 
largely by dependence upon thorough 
organization, several adopting District 
Divisions or Classes—others Contests, 
cither locally or between States, not- 
ably Illinois and Pennsylvania—while 
still others depended in part or wholly 
upon Auxiliary organizations, like the 
Roy Are Club of Pennsylvania and the 
phenomenal Can Club in Nebraska. 

Since our last Supreme Council Ses- 
sion, two of your Committee-on Council 
Work have been privileged to personally 
inspect the workings of this organiza- 
tion. The results of this fraternal 
elub’s activities speak for themselves. 
‘They have not only attracted the at- 
tention of the Supreme Regent and 
the ever-alert Field Manager, but 
succeeded in meriting and receiving a 
personal visit from each. The secret 
of their success can be found in these 
facts: They had a leader, they had 
an organization and they obtained re- 
sults. 

The right to membership jue not 
depend upon a majority vote in that 
club but upon service. No state official, 
however high, is eligible to member- 
ship unless he can show his initiate. 
To better demonstrate the motive back 
of the organizer and founder of this 
famous Can Club we quote from his 
words to this Committee: 

“The thought I had back of it all 
was simply to create in the Royar 
ARCANUM that necessary adjunct of 
any business or commercial institution 
—a sales organization. Just as soil, 
cultivation and climate are the three 
fundamentals of all plant life, I felt 
that organization, education and op- 


portunity were the three fundamentals. 
to develop Council life in order to stim- 
ulate growth.” 

These clear and convincing words 
are worthy of our study, and this. 
leader’s success most worthy of emula- 
tion.

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THE OLDER MEMBERS 


VERY session of the Supreme Coun- 

cil since 1904 has wrestled with 
‘the problem of the care of the older 
members. The failure of the original 
plans of the Order to provide for the 
additional burden incident to  in- 
creased age has caused an almost un- 
believable amount of difficulty. The 
1921 session reviewed this problem on 
the petitions of Brother’ James _/F. 
Tobin of Salem Council, No. 14, and 
of Past Grand, Regent Butterworth, of 
Ohio, which were referred to a special 
Committee, who reported as follows:— 


This Committee is in sympathy with 
the spirit of these petitions; they are 
prompted by a most commendable fra- 
ternal feeling for our old members 
who find it hard to pay the rates neces- 
sary to retain their protection. We 
are mindful that there are many who 
have loyally and uncomplainingly sup- 
ported the Order when it needed their 
support. We might also say that the 


attitude of hostility of some of our old | 


members, in and out of the Councils, 
has retarded the return of the Order 
to normal conditions. They have op- 
posed all efforts to promote growth 
and the infusion of new blood, which 
alone can make possible, relief from 
the burdens of which they complain. 
It must be apparent that where a 
slew members in a class may by reason 
of very long continued membership 
aggregate payments equaling or ex- 
ceeding the face of their benefit certif- 
icates a very great number in the same 
group have paid but insignificant sums. 
Insurance is based upon the law of 
averages, so if a few pay more than 
the many, the general average is main- 
tained. Those who live long con- 
tribute for the benefit of those whose 
payments have. been. terminated, by: 


death.” “The geheral average .miust be 
and can be maintained in no other 
way. 


When we amended our laws to pro- 
vide for outstanding obligations, we 
were compelled to rerate members at 
attained ages, which was a hard 
measure, especially on the old mem- 
bers, but it was the only way the ‘in- 
tegrity. of the Order could be pre 
served. The rates at age 65 or upwards 
are necessarily high. The annual pre- 
mium in Old Line Companies is about 
$100.00 per $1,000.00 of insurance for 
a man 65, who can pass the required 
examination. A man taking out a 


policy of insurance in a legal reserve’ 


company, will pay in ten years the full 
amount of his policy. If he lives 20 
years he will pay in about double the 
amount his beneficiary receives. It is, 
therefore, not surprising that some of 
our old members have paid in more 
than the face amount of their benefit 
certificates. 

The old age benefits as now provided 
in our laws, are the full amount of 
reserve accumulated under the several 
tables of rates. Hach member, there- 
fore, has the option of withdrawal at 
age 70 or upwards and taking the full 
amount that he has paid in, over the 
mortality cost. 

The laws of nearly all the States and 
Provinces require fraternal societies 
to maintain practically the same stand- 
ard of solvency as legal reserve com- 
panies. The Royan Arcanum, without 
taking advantage of the time allowed 


in the laws in which to attain solvency, ’ 


by its readjustment of rates in 1916, 
placed itself in sound condition and 
valuations of its business by various 
State insurance departments, has 
shown it to be solvent, with rates and 
reserve sufficient to provide for its 
obligations. It must be our first care 
to maintain it in its present satisfac- 
tory condition, which has been estab- 


A Great Achievement 


Since May-1, 1917, to June 1 1921, the Emergency

average interest rate of 4.07 per cent., to over $9, 000. 000, 
with interest earnings of 5.10 per cent.

lished by patience, courage, careful 
study and profiting by a very painful 
experience. We must continue to make 
progress and this means that we must 
at least take in enough new members 
to offset deaths, suspensions and with- 
drawals. This much is considered to be 
necessary for the very life of the 
Order. 

When the present rates were adopted 
in 1916, all members over 70 years of 
age were assessed at the rate for age 
70. In doing this we assumed a defic- 
iency estimated at about $1,500,000. 
We were assured by all the actuaries 
consulted that we could in time absorb 
this deficiency, relying on the strength 
of the rates, lapses, mortality savings 
and interest earnings over 4 per cent. 
Our experience of the last four years 
has confirmed this judgement and 
shown conclusively that if we only main- 
tain the Order as a “going concern,” 
we will in a comparatively short time, 
not only make good this deficiency, but 
acauire a surplus over all required re- 
‘serves. But in addition to the defi- 
ciency assumed for our old members, 
the rates have had to stand the strain 
of the war and the influenza epidemic. 
They can stand no more at present. 
Tt is not possible to state accurately, 
the amount of death claims paid from 
these two causes, but it can be safely 
said that it amounts to considerably 
more than a million dollars, all of 
which should now be in our Emer- 
gency Fund, earning interest. 

In view of the conditions and of the 
facts set forth herein, there is but one 
conclusion, that we can not now make 
any additional concessions to our old 
membérs, far less enact the legislation 
asked for in these memorials and res- 
olutions. To do so would impair our 
solvency, would be a long step back- 
wards and undo the work of years. 
Some look upon the Hmergency, or Re- 
serve Fund as an accumulation of as- 
sets that may be used by the Supreme 
Council at will. The fact is, the law 
requires us to maintain reserves suffi- 
cient, together with the rates we are 
charging, to provide for outstanding 
benefit certificates as they mature. We 
cannot, therefore, either increase ben- 
efits or reduce rates until we have a 
surplus over these required rserves. 
The Hmergency Fund is maintained to 
enable us to pay maturing benefit cer- 
tificates in the future; it is, therefore, 
the capital with which we carry on our 
business under the laws and as such, 
becomes a liability. The Supreme 
Council is merely the trustee of the 
Fund, for all the members and their 
beneficiaries, and its duty is to invest 
it in safe securities that will earn at 
least the rate of interest assumed in 
calculating our rates of assessment. 
The powers of the Supreme Council are 
limited; the fund can only be used to 
pay death, old age and disability 
claims. When we have acquired a sur- 
plus over all required reserves, this 


body will be able to consider increas- 
ing benefits, or reducing rates. 

Steadily increasing membership 
means a surplus. The lesson we should 
learn from our experience with~ the 
war and the influenza is that it would 
be wise to provide as soon as possible, 
a surplus to protect the Order against 
unforeseen emergencies. 

The Royan ARCANUM stands today a 
marvel among financial institutions. It 
has weathered storms and overcome 
difficulties such as few other organiza- 
tions have had to encounter. That it 
now stands the “acid test” of solvency, 
on a strictly “Old Line” basis of valua- 
tion, is an extraordinary achievement. 
We should reach every member, of the 
Order repeatedly, with information of 
the true financial condition of the 
Order, as well as its present needs, so 
that all members will realize that their 
best interests are concerned in pro- 
moting growth,

ERE is a first class account of a 
first class achievement in the 
Adirondacks region of New York. The 
Order is indebted to Past Grand Regent 
Harold C. Knoeppel for all of the story, 
and for no small part of the result.

“The perspectives of history are not safely to. be 


judged save from the loftiest peaks of human experience.

A GOOD SPEECH 


ROBABLY three-fourths of an enter- 

tainment provided by the different 
Councils of the RoyaL ARCANUM con- 
sist of the speeches that are made at 
meetings. Some of these speeches are 
very good but between these good ones 
and the others “there is a great gulf 
fixed.” 

The difference between the addresses 
which delight and those which torture 
usually comes down to a single point— 
the man who makes the good speech 
is not usually so tremendously much 
wiser than the man who makes the 
poor speech as one would at first sus- 
pect. The distinction is that the good 
speaker has usually thought about his 
speech and _ before beginning has 
mapped out in his own mind and prob- 
ably on paper pretty nearly what he 
intends to say. The poor, speaker on 
the contrary is content to start his 
mouth going and leave the results to 
take care of themselves. The extem- 
porary speech which moves along 
freely and easily and is apparently de- 
livered with perfect spontaneity is 
almost invariably the result of careful 
preparation; for instance, our good 
Brother Zerbe pleased a large number 
of people with an address of welcome 
to Supreme Orator Knoeppel at the re- 
ception tendered him in the room of 
Hercules Council about July ist. The 
speech fitted the cecasion perfectly, 
was spontaneous to the last degree, and 
yet on inquiry, Brother Zerbe was able 
to furnish the carefully prepared notes 
which covered every point contained 
in the address. ! ;

Counsel of the Royan Arcanum, died 
mt Rome, N. Y., at four o'clock in the 
aftefnoon of Saturday, August 20th, 
surgical shock following an opera- 
Tion on the same day for the removal 
of an intestinal obstruction. - 

A year ago, a severe attack of what 
appeared, to be peritonitis awakened 
the gravest apprehension of his 
friends. His recovery after weeks of in- 
tense suffering .was apparently only 
ppeeperery. A recurrence of the old 
trouble about the middle of August 
forced him to his bed, followed in less 
a week by the operation, as’a 
final desperate alternative, unavailing 
to prolong earthly life, but rich in the

The Mohawk Valley, carrying the 
Erie Canal and framed by hills which 
fall just short of being mountains, con- 
tains some of the most beautiful farm- 
ing country in the world. Here in the 
town of Floyd, within sight of the 
Oriskany Battle Monument, in a di- 
minutive farm house which now serves 
as a shed, Howard C. Wiggins was 
born on July 12, 1865. His father and 
mother were of the best ’York State 
type, without much money but with 
characters better than wealth. Here 
their son received an education of the 
same high type, with that peculiar com- 
bination of hardship and opportunity- 
which from time out of mind has 
furnished the foundation of the success 
of the boy from the farm. Whitestown 
Seminary supplied the final part of 
his academic training. 

From the seminary young Wiggins 
returned to Rome, to the law office of 
Nock & Briggs. He attacked the law 
with all his might. Thanks to his good 
educational foundation and the kindly 
wisdom of his preceptors, he made very 
rapid progress. A year at the Albany 
Law School rounded out his legal 
training and in May, 1888, he was ad- 
mitted to the bar of the State of New 
York. Six months later, on November 
14,he married Miss Josephine Agnes Al- 
dridge, a former classmate at Whites- 
town Seminary. 

Almost immediately after his mar- 
riage, on the recommendation of his 


¢ 


law partner, Mr. James P, Olney and 
his life-long friend, Harry G. Lake, 
young Mr. Wiggins joined Council No. 
150 of the Royat Arcanum which Dr. 
J. H. Wright, one of the founders of 
the Order, had established at Rome, on 
August 21, 1878. 

Brother Wiggins never believed in half 
doing anything. If he desired the pro- 
tection of the Royan Arcanum for his 
family, he was equally desirous of hav- 
ing the brotherhood of the Order for 
himself, and also anxious to do his fuil 
share in the work of the new organiz- 
ation of which he had become a mem- 
ber. Therefore, he went regularly to 
the meetings of the Council and took 
an active share in its work, He was 
elected Orator in 1890 became Regent 
in 1891, and a little later in 1893, was 
sent as representative to the Grand 
Council of New York. 

Here again aétive service and de- 
pendability brought advancement. In 
1895 he was elected Alternate Supreme 
Representative, in 1896, he was elected 
Grand Guide, a year later, Vice Regent, 
and in 1898, Grand Regent of the State. 

Grand Regent Wiggins came to his 
new position with no practical experi- 
ence in the art of shirking work. For 
a time he was sorely perplexed. The 
demands of a growing law practice 
were very heavy; the work required 
for the faithful discharge of the duties 
of leadership of a great and growing 
Order in the largest State in the Un- 
ion were even heavier. No man could 
fully serve two masters. 'To give tbe

Al National Tribute 


National Fraternal Congress 
Adopts Memorial 


OWARD C. Wiggins, a distin- 
guished and well-loved member 
of this Congress died at Rome, New 
York, August 20, 1921, after a major 
surgical operation from which he never 


rallied. A year ago he suffered from 


a severe attack of peritonitis with com- 
plications from which he never fully 
recovered, although able to perform 
his usual professional duties. The sec: 
ond severe attack came upon him about 
ten days before his death, and although 
it was feared that he could not sur- 
vive an operation there was no alterna 
tive,and with the courage and fortitude 
characteristic “of him he desired te 
take the chance, almost hopeless 
though it was, and so passed into the 
silence, 

He was 56 years of age, the son of 
a farmer, educated in the common 
schools and at Whitestown Seminary 
and a graduate of the Law Depart- 
ment of Union University. He was ad- 
mitted to the Bar in 1888, and thence 
forward practiced his profession at 
Rome where he rose rapidly until at 
the time of his death he had achieved 
great eminence in his profession, and 


in some branches of the law, especially. 
| those relating to questions affecting’ 


fraternal Organizations, “he Was & rec: 
ognized authority, 

At 27 years of age he was elected 
City Judge of Rome, at 33 Grand Re- 
gent and at 40 Supreme Regent of the 
Royat Arcanum. He filled many other 
local positions in his town and county 
and was everywhere known as a man 
of affairs and a public spirited citizen. 
For the last ten years he has been 
legal adviser and general counsel for 
the Royat Arcanum, and as such 
called upon to appear in many of the 
Courts to uphold the principles adyo- 
cated by the fraternal system, and in 
which every member of this Congress 
was and is vitally interested. His sue- 
cess in this field of endeavor has been 
notable, and the Congress owes much 
to him for his work in that regard. 
His conduct in the case of Green vs: 
Royat Arcanum decided adversely to 
the Order in the different Courts of 
New York, and reversed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
which reversed in effect over 40 deci- 
sions against fraternal orders was such 
as to merit and receive the admiration 
and congratulation, not only of the 
legal profession generally and of all 
those interested in the questions in- 
volved, but induced Chief Justice 
White, in speaking afterward of the 
case, to say that his argument before 
the Court was one of the very best to 
which the Justices had been permitted 
to listen; and, as many of you will 
remember, the opinion of the United 
States Supreme Court was written by 
Chief Justice White, and the positions 
taken and argued there by Howard C. 
Wiggins approved and_ sustained 
throughout. 

In 1888 he married Miss Josephine A, 
Aldridge, whose death preceded his 
more than a year. He is survived 
by one son, Leslie A. Wiggins, a mem-

| paethen Howard C. Wiggins and the membership of the Order 
will not recover from the shock caused by his death for he had 
guided us through the many difficulties of the past and defeated | s 
the ambitions of those who sought to tear down the principles of 
Fraternity. 

Brother Wiggins was born July 12, 1865, and poser his career 
as an active member of the Order when he was initiated as a mem- 
ber of Rome Council, No. 150, June 11, 1889. His loyal, con- 
stant and firm belief in the principles of the RoyaL ArcANUM 


is demonstrated by his unequaled record of activity in his own 


Council at home and in the Grand Council. of the Jurisdiction 
of New York terminating in a continuous service of nineteen 
years in the Supreme Council of the Order, 

Elected to the position of Orator in Rome Council in Decem- 
ber, 1890, he was promoted to the Regency in 1891. Serving as Re- 
gent for two years he entered the Grand Council of New York in 
1893 as a Representative. In 1896 he was elected Grand Guide and 
served as Grand Regent of the Empire State during 1898 and 
1899, 


In 1899 he was elected by his Grand Council as a Repre- 


sentative to the Supreme Council and had remained a member of . 


that Body up to the time of his death, At the Annual Session of 
the Supreme’ Council held in 1902 he was chosen as Supreme Ora: 
tor promoted to the position of Supreme Vice Regent in 1903 and 
elected as Supreme Regent in 1905. From 1905 until 1910 he served 
upon the Executive Committee of the Supreme Council as Supreme 
Regent, Sitting Past Supreme Regent, Junior Sitting Past Su- 
preme Regent and Elected Member of the Committee.

Roy Arcanum the’ services which 
he felt the importance of his work 
deserved seemed to mean the tempo- 
rary abandonment of his chosen calling. 
For a little while it looked as if it 
were more of a price than he could 
afford to pay, but he reminded himself 
that he had accepted the Grand Re- 
gency and that having done so, it was 
his job to make it go regardless of 
anything else. _ Be 
“He that loséth his life shall find it.” 
From the moment that Brother Wig- 
gins began to sacrifice everything to 
the Order, the work of the Order began 
to repay him many fold. His powers of 
leadership and eloquence doubled many 
‘times in the course of a work which 
brought out all the ability of one whom 
Nature had already largely endowed. 
At the close of his term of office he was 
_ known throughout the length and 
breadth of the State. Instead of hav- 
ing lost his grasp of legal affairs, he 
found his brother democrats deter- 
“mined to make him their candidate 
_ for Judge of the Supreme Court, and 
although at that time a democratic 
“nomination in central New York was 
usually regarded as ‘purely honary, 
without any practical significance, 
- Brother Wiggins broke all records 
and came within a narrow margin of 
being elected. : 
- When Brother Wiggins came into the 
- Supreme Council in 1899, his reputa- 
tion had already preceded him. In 1901, 
he was elected Supreme Orator, Su- 
 preme Vice Regent in 1903, and in 1905 
became Supreme Regent. - 
The Supreme Regency of the ROYAL 
- ARCANUM in 1905 presented an oppor- 
tunity for public service second to 
-npne ip the country. After twenty- 
¢ years of almost steady ‘growth, 
Drder had achieved the magnificent 
Memembership of more than three hun- 
- dred thousand. It enjoyed the respect 
and esteem of the community. It had 
 yaised and expended more than ninety 
million dollars for the most beneficient 
and praiseworthy purposes. In point of 
numbers, quality of membership, fi- 
~ nancial achievements, and current re- 
sources, it ranked as the leader of the 
a great American fraternal system. 
It had grown like the magnificent 
palaces of the Arabian Nights, with 
beautiful colonnades, stately courts, 
- imposing domes, and all the beauty 
that one could wish. It appeared to be 
“marvel of strength. No one could 
question that it would go on for sev- 
eral years with increasing popularity 
and strength. Certainly it was good 
for a period much longer than the 
erm of the new Supreme Regent. 
But despite all this beauty, popu- 
jarity, and strength, the Order was 
weak. Like the entire fraternal system 
of which it was at that time the fair- 
est and finest example, its financial 
~ foundation was hopelessly insufficient. 
It is hard to realize at this time how 
subtle, how almost overwhelmingly 
= powerful must have been the tempta- 
tion to put off the evil day. The old 
~ plan had worked well for many years. 
_ It had produced great results and noth- 


ing suggested anything like immediate 
solvency. An extra assessment or 
© at the very worst would straighten 
ut everything. Why undertake the 
erculean task of installing a solid and 
wholly new foundation under the en- 
re structure? 

upreme Regent Wiggins had first to 
tisfy himself. The easy way had all 
the traditions of the Order behind it, 
d every political inducement in its 
‘Why not accept it? Simply be- 
vas not right. The new Su- 
ad been over the ques- 


ined the figures. He had a mind in which

for any system, however advantageous 
to himself, which rested on that basis. 
The strong Spartan toughness of his 
early training had made a sort of fiber 
of soul which could stand any form of 
hardship rather than falsehood. He 
would stand by the truth as he saw 
it through his own eyes, regardless of 
anything else,

Supreme Council had still to obtain 
the approval of the community at the 
hands of the Courts. : 

The American judiciary of 1905 was 
in doubt about the fraternal system. 
The earlier decisions had extended ju- 
dicial favor to an enterprise which 
asking no profit for itself, sought only 
to help men to help each other. But as 
the fraternal system grew, and the 
latent weaknesses in its foundation 
began to develop, the courts very 
properly became more critical. No pu- 
rity of purpose could atone for “short 
cuts” from the accepted course of 
commercial honesty. If the Orders 
made a promise, they could not evade 
responsibility for it. Therefore, when 
the American Legion of Honor sought 
to solve its financial difficulties by the 
arbitrary reduction of the face value 
of its certificates, the Courts said it 
could not be done. In more than forty 
decisions, of which Newhall vs. Ameri- 
can Legion of Honor is a type, the 
Courts of the Country said that the 


contracts of a fraternal order were as 


binding as the contracts of any com- 
mercial organization. Some of these de- 
cisions went even further, and the ju- 
dicial movement which originally re 
strained an improper excess of the so- 
cieties, had by 1905 assumed an un- 
justified rigor and extent which 


threatened to completely overlook the 
fraternal and co-operative nature of 
the fraternal membership contract, and 


aie 


to destroy the whole system. 

_ This is not the place for a detailed 
statement of the enormously difficult 
and, at times, highly technical battle 
which Wiggins and his associates 
waged in the courts of the country to 
meet and overcome this tendency, and 
to satisfy the common sense and con- 
science of the community, as expressed 
in these same courts, that the adjust- 
ment which compelled the members to 
pay the actual cost of their protection 
was fundamentally just and right. By a 
series of epoch making decisions, be- 
ginning with Reynolds vs. Supreme 
Council of the Royal Arcanum, in the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Massachu- 
setts, and ending with the masterly 
opinion of the Chief Justice of the 
United States in the case of Supreme 
Council of the Royal Arcanum vs. 
Green, Wiggins and his friends suc- 
ceeded in establishing the essential 
justice and righteousness of their re- 
adjustment as the law of the entire 
United States. 

In a task so great, and a result so 
important, no one man could do every- 
thing. Without in any way taking 
credit which, belongs to others, it may 
be emphatically said that throughout 
the whole struggle, Howard C. Wiggins 
bore a pre-eminent part. Many months 
after the decision of the Green case, 
Chief Justice White said that-he re- 
ealled no case during his service in the 
United States Supreme Court, which 
had been more thoroughly prepared or 
more ably argued. . 

The entire fraternal system of the 
United States promptly recognized its 
great indebtedness to Brother Wiggins. 
He was made president of the National 
Fraternal Congress, of the Law Section 
of the Fraternal Law Association, and 
in every way possible, various other 
organizations sought to show their ap- 
preciationi of his services. — 

In 1910, when the RoyaL ARCANUM 
created the office of General Counsel, 
Brother Wiggins was unanimously 
chosen to: fill it; and was re-elected at 
each following session of the Supreme 
Council up to the time of his death. 

This career aS a leader in a great 
national movement was matched by a 
less conspicuous, but equally effective, 
leadership in the work of his own com- 
munity. From birth, he was practically 
an inhabitant of Rome. The acid test 
of close acquaintanceship in the daily 
life of a little city, only made clear the 
real gold of his character. As city 
judge, city attorney, chairman of the 
fire and police board, officer, and later 
president of the Cemetery Association, 
president of the County Bar Association 
the city received efficient, honest, dis- 
interested and devoted service at his 
hands. 

Perhaps no single achievement gave 
him more pleasure than his success as 
a founder of the Rome Club. The hand- 
some building of the elub, which ex- 
tended its gracious and pleasant hos- 
pitality to all comers on the day of his 
funeral represented in large measure 
the tangible results of the presidency 
of Howard C. Wiggins. 

But the man himself was more than 
any of his achievements. The strikingly 
handsome, severely classical counte- 
nance, constantly lighted by his cheer- 
ful smile, was a true indicator of the 
spirit within. There was no hypocrisy 
or deceit about him. His eyes looked 
‘straight at the world, with no thought 
of fooling himself nor anyone else. He 
knew how to keep his own counsel, but 
he spoke nothing except the truth. 

No stoic philosopher was ever more 
truly master of his own Spirit. In 
all ways he had the keenest relish for 
the good things of life. But a few yeare 
ago, at the suggestion of his physician, 


ment of wavering or indecision. 
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he abandoned them all, without a mo- 


He knew how to work. Whatever he 
did was done vigorously and thoroughly. 
When he had finished his preparation 
of a case, he usually knew all that 
there was said about it in all the avail- 
able decisions on both sides of the 
question. 

He was invariably prompt. He dia 
his work today, not tomorrow. Only a 
day or two before his death he jokingly 
said he had plenty of time to be sick; 
his September and October briefs were 
already in the hands of the printer. 

The self-discipline which made pos-- 
sible this strict dealing with himself, 
insured his constant kindness to his 
friends. No one could more cuttingly 
characterize chicanery or wrong, but 
on the day of his funeral, office asso- 
ciates and friends of many years’ stand- 
ing vied in their assurances that they 
had never heard him speak an unkind 
word. 

He delighted in doing good turns. 
A close friend described how he would 
himself refuse business for lack of 
time to attend to it, and then perhaps a 
little later, freely and ungrudgingly 
give to some younger attorney in con- 
nection with the same business the 
same time for which he might have 
had full pay from the client.. Everyone 
agrees that he was generous almost to 
a fault, and that no worthy, or even 
half-worthy cause appealed to him in 
vain. 

Few men had a keener zest for a

good story, or saved one more care 


fully for just the right time to get its 
full effect. In the joyous repartee of 
good fellowship he was equally ready 
to give or take. 

Almost instinctively he secured the 
confidence and affection of his fellows. 
If he was at times austere and re 
served, few men got more real’fun out 
of the world. Fr -hunting on 


thousand other ways that 
ciability and good fellowship Brother 
Wiggins got his full share. To a re 
markable degree he possessed the two 
best things in life—character and 
friendship. 


The river which flows amid the soli- 
tude of the hills is at best a fitful 
stream. However beautiful the shim- 
mer of its play over the rocks or the 
tranquil reflection of its quieter 
stretches, it touches only a few wan- 
derers along its banks. But as it nears 
the ocean, cities rise about it, and it 
carries the great ships, perhaps all the 
commerce of a nation, because it has 
lost itself in the greatness of the sea. 

The life of a man is great only when 
it looses itself in the life of his fellow- 
men. It is the literal truth that Howard 
C. Wiggins became great and made &@ 
great mark upon the history of his 
time because he joined the RoyaL AR- . 
canum. If he did much for it, it did 
even more for him. It was the school 
which developed his fine powers to 
their full fruition. It was the medium 
through which his influence acted upon 
the fraternal system of the United 
States, and through which his life will 
continue to affect for good the lives of 
countless men and women in the years 
to come.

PREVENTIVE LAW 


State Laws Which Provide That All 
Property May Be Owned Jointly. 


HE following article prepared by 

William N. Swain, a member of 
Warren. Council, No. 103, R. A., is 
printed in the Butrmerin in the belief 
that it will be of interest and benefit 
to thousands of members of the Roya 
Agcanum, who, if they will follow the 
suggestions’ in the same, may save 
themselves of their wives, whichever 
survives, a great deal of trouble in 
settling their estates upon the death 
of either. 

We hear a gréat deal through the 
Mublic. press. about; preventive medi- 
eine which includes district nursing 
and teaching parents how to save ba- 
bies, also. preventive dentistry... We 
all know that good teeth in young ¢chil+ 
dren make for better health. 

Hivery- one who gives the subject of 
preyentive. medicine. Serious attention 
will agree that with the continued, dis- 
euissions in. the newspapers and in -vari- 
ous forum talks by prominent men and 
women, a decided improvement , has 
jaken place, resulting in a perceptible 
@ecrease in the death rate and a notable 
improvement in: the general health’ of 
all the péople, and everybody applauds 
» this. preyentive work and agrees that 
it reflects the broadening vision and 
helpful spirit of the twentieth century. 

The writer has felt for many ‘years

sion of how the title to property, both 
real and personal, should be held by

We have laws on our statute books 
{which laws are more or less the same 
in every state in the Union) which 
rovide that husband, and wife may 
hold property, real and personal, as 
tenants by the entirety, or as joint 
tenants, and when so held, in‘the event 
of the death of either, the title vests in 
the survivor without the necessary pro- 
ceedings.in the Probate Court to es- 
tablish the title in such survivor. 

With few exceptions, which will be 
spoken of later in this article, in my 

pinion, it-is desirable that the title to 
the home and other real estate, and 
also the title to deposit. in co-operative 
hanks, savines banks, trust companies 
and in various stocks and bonds should 
be in the joint names of the husband 
and wife and to the survivor of them. 

Phere: can be no. greater “burden 
placed upon a surviving husband or 
wife, and especially a surviving wife, 
than to wake up to the fact, that. the 
title of the deceased husband or wife 
owning. property individually, 
intestate, has descended two-thirds to

under the will, anda will always has 
to be probated; requiring the adminis- 
tration of the estate in the Probate 
Court and incidental delay and ex- 
pense caused thereby. 

Real and personal property can be 
held in joint tenancy by two or more 
brothers, .sisters, cousins or friends, 
and in the event of one of the joint 
owners dying, the title passes to the 
surviving joint owner, 

During the influenza epidemic wien 
swept over this country and which is 
so recent we can all remember it, hun- 
dreds and thousands of people died 
and in a majority of such eases, the real 
estate owned was the sole property of 
the deceased, and troubles, delays, ex- 
penses and vain regrets piled up ‘in 
increased volunte to stare the surviv- 
ing widow or widower in the face. - 

‘The other side of the picture 
is shown ‘where many who died 
owned real estate with the surviv- 
ing husband or wife as joint tenants 
or as tenants by the entirety, and es- 
pecially in-the case of the surviving 
wife, who finding her ‘husband, the 
earner of the bread and butter, cut off, 
and being unable to continue to carry 
the property, bad one satisfaction (sad 
as the rest of the situation was) in 
finding out that. an immediate sale of 
the property. could be made with no 
additional expense, delay -or trouble 
to her, because of the death of the joint 
owner.
